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Great Irish Comedian, Who Toured the South, .Writes 
Interestingly of His Experiences While 
in Georgia.. *

Few actors On 
today are passing through such 
periences as Tyrone Power, who 
personateés the Dhain-Man in “The Ser- 
vant in the’ House.” 

Nearly one hundred vears ago; 
to be exact, in 1833. the elder 
Power, grandfather of the actor, and 
who himself was the most celebrated 
Irish comedian that ever lived, visited 
this country, and made ae triumphal 
progress through the south. Today 
Tyrone Power is p‘aying over. the 
Same territory as that traveled by his 
illustrious grandfather. So interest- 
ing did the celebrated old-time actor 
find his journeyings that upon his re- 
turn to the mother country, he pub- 
lished two volumes of his American 
experiences. The whole story is told 
in a most delightful manner, and is es- 
pecially entertaining to those who 
would study early conditions in the 
south before the war. 

Views of Columbus. 


Of his visit to Columbus 
Power has this to say: 

“At the hour of 2 a. m., we reached 
the ecity of Columbus, on the Chat- 
tahoochee, the river dividing Alabama 
from Georgia. 

“Here we halted for a day and a 
night; and this time I employed, in 
company with my two New York fei- 
low-travelers, in paying a visit to the 
Choctaw tribe of Indians, who pos- 
sess a reserve lying west of the 
river. 

“We procured three stout nags, and 
early in the morning crossed the 
very fine bridge which spans this 
rapid stream close to the falls. On the 
Alabama side we found ourselves with- 
in a wild-looking village, scattered 
through the edge of the forest, bear- 
ing the unattractive name of Sodom; 
few of its denizens were yet stirring; 
they are composed chiefly’ of ‘minions 
o’ the moon,’ out:aws from the neigh- 
boring states. Gamblers and other 
desperate men, here find security from 
their numbers, and from the vicinity 
of a thiniy inhabited Indian country, 
whose people hold them in terrer, yet 
dare not refuse them a hiding place. 
These bold outlaws, I was informed, 
occasionally assemble to enjoy an 
evening's frolic in Columbus, on which 
occasions they cross’ the dividing 
bridge in force, all armed to the teeth; 
the warrants in the hands of the 
United States marshal are. at such 
times necessarily suspended, since. to 
execute a caption would require a 
muster greater than any within his 
command. If unmolested, the party 
usually proceeds to the nearest hotel, 
drink deeply, make what purchases 
they require for the ladies of their 
colony, pay promptly, and, gathering 
the stragglers together, retire peace- 
ably into the territory, wherein their 
present rule is by report absolute. The 
condition of this near community, and 
the crimes perpetrated by its mem- 
bers, were alluded to within the town 
with a mingled sentiment. of detesta- 
tion and fear. 

“A short way within the forest we 
overtook:.a man riding a@ rqugh pony, 
of whom I inquired the best route to 
be pursued for falling in with the In- 
dian settlements; the man immediate- 
ly volunteered to-ride with us for a 
few hours, adding that he saw we 
were strangers from the north; that 
he was ‘a Vermont man himself, and 
had nothing particular to do just 
then.’

“As we repassed Sodom, the sound 
| of revelry proclaimed the orgies. re- 
| sumed. The rain, which had hitherto 
, held up, once more began to -descend 
| with a determination of purpose that 

boded us no good: we spurred over the 
covered bridge, and were soon after 

housed again in Georgia. * 

Life on the Chattahoochee. 
our hotel I encountered a 
i gentleman, who, a few weeks before, 
had been a fellow-passenger with me 
1 from New York to CharTeston, but his 
advance had been less prosperous than 
; mine; indeed, a brief relation of what 
| he had endured sufficed to reconcile me 
to any little fatigue that fell to my 
lot. It appeared that, three weeks 
previous to this meeting of ours, he 
had quitted Columbus in a steamer 
going down to Apalachicola; they 
had proceeded some three hundred 
miles on their way, when, in the 
night, the passengers were roused 
from sleep by the alarm ‘of ‘fire!’ The 
boat was, in fact. a mass of flame by 
the time the first persons reached the 
deck. My informant, with many oth- 
ers, immediately jumped overboard; 
the steamer was run on the bank, and, 
with the exception of two persons 
drowned, the rest of her passengers 
and crew were landed in the forest, 
most of them with nothing in the 
shape of covering, . excepting their 
night c'‘othes. Luckily, there were 
only two ladies in the party, and | 
their condition may be imagined, liv-! 
ing four days in the forest swamp 
without other than temporary huts for 
shelter, and in all other respects most 
scantily provided for, as the sudden- 
ness of the fire prevented any saving 
of stores or provisions. 

“At the end of four days the _ up- 
river steamer was hailed .on its pass- 
ing. and, getting on board of this, 
they were, in a few days after, landed 
where I found my informant waiting 
for the next Boat. It appeared that 
the fire was attributéd to a slave who 
had been the day before flogged for 
miitiny, and who, according to the evi- 
dence of his fellows. had threatened 
some such revenge. * 

“During the afternoon I walked 
about this thriving frontier town, de- 
spite a smart shower; the stores were 
well supplied, the warehouses filled 
with cotton, and in all quarters were 
groups of the neighboring planters, 
busied in looking after the sale of 


their produee, and making such pur- 
chases as their families required. 
“Numerous parties of Indjans—~ 
Creeks and Choctaws—roamed about 
from place to place, mostly drunk, or 
seeking to become so ag quickly as 
possible; with each party of the na-| 
tives I observed a negro man, _ the} 
slave of some one present, but com-' 


monly wellédressed in the European 
manner, having an air of superior in- 
telligence to his masters, and evi- 
dently exercising over them the power 
and influence derived from = superior 
knowledge; the negroes, in fact, ap- 
peared the masters, and the Red Men 
the slaves.

“Along the river front of the town, 
a situation wildly beautiful, I ob- 
served several dwellings of mansion- 
like proportions, and others of a 
similar character in progress.

“Is it any wonder that the west has 
forged ahead’ in the line of material 
accomplishment? They sell us most 
of the corn we feed to our horses and 
cattle, then they sell us more corn in 
the shape of the beef grown upon 
western ranges. They get us going 
and coming. 

Mortgaging the Cotton Crop. 

“As a matter of fact, the ‘western 
farmer markets most of his corn 
through his cattle. The dividends are 
bigger that way, even with the grain 
at its present sky-scraping price. 

“And did you ever think that in pay- 
ing this toll to the west, the Georgia 
and southern farmer generally is each 
year placing a mortgage on the cot- 
ton crop not yet matured? That is 
unqualifiedly true. For we can never 
reckon the profits from a bale of cot- 
ton until we have deducted from its 
value the amount of money sent away 
from here for corn and beef to feed 
the farm hands and the mules that 
produced that cotton. 

“Every penny spent in this manner 
is dead loss and a loss almost crimi- 
nally unnecessary. We are simply 
making our western neighbors a gift 
of that much money, helping them to 
develop their territory while our own 
needs it worse.” 

Raising Cotton and Corn. 
Mr. White branded as erroneous the

impression that the development of 
the cattle industry would interfere 
with the production of cotton. 

“The two will go together and exert 
a beneficial effect upon éach other,” 
he said. “The farmer maintaining a 
place big enough to produce 15 bales 
of cotton, can, practically with no 
extra expense and little extra labor, 
produce one carload of hogs and one 
carload of cattle. The first would 
be valued at an estimate of $1,355, 
and the other at $1,000. How is that 
for more than doubling your income 
with a trifling extra expenditure of 
thought, muscle and money? 

“T can cite another illustration, and 
understand that both are only com- 
parative, applicable with changes to 
various conditions. Some months ago 
I had occasion to show a visiting 
farmer-friend 100 shoats in a pen. 


“‘How much are they worth?’ he} 


asked. 

**About $1,555,’ I replied. | 

* ‘Great Scott!’ he exclaimed, ‘almost 
as much as_.25 bales of cotton.’ 

“And tha too, was strictly accu- 
rate, in principle and proportion.” 


Georgians Turning to Cattle-Raising. 

Mr. White was asked if he antici- 
pated any difficulty séturing sufficient 
cattle of the requisite standard to keep 
his plant running at capacity. 

“None whatever,” he answered. 
“Every day we get letters from farm- 
ers in western and central Georgia, 
telling us they are fattening cattle 
for us for use this winter, inquiring 
about prices, expressing an _ intention 
of embarking in the business, and in 
numerous other ways manifesting a 
keen interest in the possibilities of 
this industry. 

“South Georgia is more remiss in 
this respect than any other portion 
of the state, and we need to wake 
them up down there as to the easy 
profits in getting into this game. 

“As a rule, however, the farmers 
of Georgia are seeing the advisability 
of dividing their attention between 
corn and cotton and cattle. That fact 
holds, to me, the surest hope that we 
have both bidden farewell to low- 
priced cotton, and that we are on the 
eve of founding here an industry that 
will some day rival cotton as a yield- 
er of revenue. 

How Cattle Revive Land. 

“The farmers are finding, too, that 
cotton geed meal and hulls form an 
ideal whole or partial ration, and its 
low cost is an additional inducement 
toward further. experiment, 

“Cattle on a farm means keeping 
up the fertility of the acres and re- 
viving dead soils. The drippings from 
a moderate herd will reclaim wornout 


lands without expense, and increase 
the fertility of land still bearing. 

“So you see the cattle industry is 
double-barrelled, where it comes to 
advantages.”

OF GEORGIA FARM LANDS 


Comptroller W. A. Wright 
has determined to prepare a statement 
which will give some idea of the miar- 
velous increase in the values of Geor- 
gia farm within last few 
years. He believes it will make a 


showing. not only of interest, but of 
importance and value to the state, both 
as an evidence of the steady progress 
already made and of that which may 
be expected in the near future, 

“About fifteen years ago,” said Cap- 
tain Wright, discussing his proposed 
statement, ‘a relative of mine who had 
made some money farming in; Effing- 
ham county, came into my office and 
told me he had about $20,000 to invest, 
and asked me to recommend some 
good securities which he might pur- 
chase. I told him to go down into 
south Georgia and buy land, and why 
I’ thought that was the best thing he 
could do with his money. 

“I think it was some seven or eight 
years later that I received a letter 
from him, and he told me he had taken 
my advice. I had forgotten all about 
the incident. But the results he re- 
ported were remarkable. He had 
bought land to the extent of his capl- 
tal for an average of $2.50 per acre. At 
the time he wrote me he had sold the 
timber from it for $5 an acre, and was 
finding a ready market for the cleared 
land at $10 an acre. Some of the same 
land today cannot be bought for $35 an 
acre, and in many sections it is bring- 
ing anywhere from $30 to $60.

Decided and Other

Three members of a jury which 9 
discharged from further service | by 
Judge N. A. Morris, in Cobb superior 
court, because it brought in a verdict 
of not guilty in the case of Austin 
Dunn, charged with a violation of th¢ 
state prohibition ‘law, appealed from 
the court’s action to the state court of 


appeals, 

Judge Morris, in discharging the 
jury, severely criticized its members 
for not bringing in a verdict of gullty 
upon the evidence - submitted. The 
three jurors in question, A. A. Bishop, 
Frank Hardeman and T. R. Benton, 
sought to appeal the case, but Judge 
Morris refused to sign the bill of ex- 
ceptions. It appears the court's order 
was taken September 14 and the bill of 
exceptions was not presented to the 
judge until November 6, whereas the 
law requires that this shail be done 
within twenty days. 

As a result of his refusal the three 
furors who stated that they had mere- 
ly exercised a legal right to accept the 
prisoner's statement in preference to 
the sworn testimony of the state’s wit- 
nesbes, asked the state court of ap- 
peals for a mandamus requiring Judge 
Morris to sign the bill of exceptions. 

In refusing to issue the mandamus 
the court of appeals held yesterday that 
such a matter must be either civil] or 
criminal;’ that if it were civil, then 
the court of appeals had no jurisdic- 
tion to order the judge to gign the 
bill of exceptions; and that if it were 
criminal, then it could not require the 
court to sign the bill on account of 
the fact thateit had not been presented 
to him within the twenty days required 
by law. 


Case Tried Four Times. 

The state court of appeais finally 
disposed of the case of Claud Warnock 
yesterday, following its fourth trial. 

Warnock was indicted in Whitfield 
county for the murder of Chess Wilson. 
First there was a mistrial. The second 
time he was convicted of voluntary 
man slaughter, and the court of ap- 
peals granted a new trial. On his 
third trial he was convicted of invol- 
untary manslaughter in the commission 
of an unlawful act, and again he se- 
cured a new trial. 

Finally he was convicted of, the low- 
est grade of homicide, excepting that 
which is justifiable, or involuntary 
manslaughter in the commission of a 
lawful act without due caution and 
circumspection, the punishment for 
which cannot exceed one year’s impris- 
onment. The court of appeals affirmed 
this decision, holding that it is justi- 
fied by the evidence. Judge Russell 
dissented.

Tax Collectors Take Notice! 

Attention is called to the fact that 
in order to pay the school teachers of 
the state $250,000 on December 15, as 
the governor proposes to do, if possible 
the money must be in the state treas- 
ury. 

The only way to get it there is for 
the tax collectors of the state to make 
their remittances to the treasury as 
early as possible. 

It is, therefore, up to the tax collec- 
tors to see to it that the money Is on 
hand with which to pay the teachers. 

Doubtless tax collectors all over 
Georgia now have in hapd more than 
enough money to meet this payment. 
If they send in their remittances at 
once, there will be no difficulty abent 
making the payment. 

That the Georgia tax collectors will 
gladly do this much in behalf of the 
teachers of the state, cannot be ques- 
tioned. ‘

A Mere Accident. 

Yet, considering all, was it not 
an accident, after all, such as might 
happen to a man walking peaceably 
along the street or sitting by his fire- 
side? 

Chance ts capricious at best. 

It has been known where men, who 
fought through years and years of 
savage warfare, have come home, only 
to die miserably of some trivial ac- 
cident. 

Now, while no one will argue that 
the chances of death a pedestrian runs 
are in any wise comparable to those 
of a football player, it might be per- 
tinently asked of those zealous persons, 
who have compiled such appalling 
statistics in regard to football, “Have 
you inquired as eagerly into polo, mo- 
toring, swimming and other sports? 
"Have you afforded us any fair means 
of comparison?” 

It will startle any man to be pre- 
sented with the point-blank question— 
“football or human life—which?” 

But is this fair? Should not. the 
question be _ presented with al! the 
attendant statistics showing conditions 
exactly as they are? 

,Now, laying statistics aside. 

A Great Sport. 

Football is acknowledged to be one 
of the greatest sports known for the 
physical development of youth. Its 
very exclusiveness makes a position on 
the ‘varsity highly desirable, and to- 
werds the gaining of which a boy will 
put forth, absolutely, his best efforts. 

The game gives a man a kind of 
training which fits him for any sort 
of gruelling labor or physical strain, 
and gives his muscles a hardening

Sewanee, Auburn and Vanderbilt had 
all the better of the whole. proposition 
when it came to material, but they 
did not run away from the others near- 
ly so rapidly nor so easily as they 
often have in times past. Not that 
they didn’t: do well with their ‘‘fine 
prospects,” but that the others did 
even better with decidedly poorer pros- 
pects. Time was when there -were but 
a couple of good coaches in the entire 
south, but that day has passed and now 
the woods are almost full of ’em. The

there never before dreamed possible 
with green teams. 
Sewanee Without a Peer. 

Whatever may be thought of my 
ranking further down the list, I do 
not fear contradiction from anybody 
when I agsign first honors for ’09 to 
Sewanee. Yes, it is quite true, they 
had marvelous material. Looking back 
to the time of the Sewanee-Tech game 
I will recall to the mind of the foot- 
ball fan that I pointed out fn the press 
at that early date that Sewanee had 
the fastest backfield I had yet seen 
in the south and the: best team that 
Sewanee had ever. turned out. I .proph- 
esied, you will remember, that they 
would be heard from. So, no matter 
what happened to others, I, for one, 
was not surprised when I‘heard of the 
score at Nashville. 

Not only did: the Tiger team possess 
three All-Southern men, but they 
could boast of having at. least four 
other men who were perilously close 
to that ranking, while none of the re- 
mainder were weak cogs in the Moun- 
taineers’ machine. With such clay to 
mold, the coaches had every reason 
to be optimistic. Messrs. Cope and 
Phillips did undoubtedly do excellent 
work; it was a splendidly coached 
team. With such spirit as obtains at 
Sewanée their task was, pérhaps, not 
as difficult as it would be with grad-. 
uate coaches at many another. college... 
Nevertheless they must be given credit 
to the full for their ability to take ad- 


found them, which many a profession- 
al coach cannot do. 
Vanderbilt Second. 

For two years in succession now the 
Commodores have been ousted from 
their wonted position at the head of 
the southern procession, and it does 
indeed look odd. No denying Vander- 
bilt’s fine prospects either, for while 
not quite as swift of foot as Sewanee’s, 
it was yet heavier, experienced, plen- 
tiful and naturally classy—football- 
ically speaking. She gets even more 
All-Southern men on the roll than the 
Tigers, but the rest of the team did 
not’ average quite’ as well as did the 
balance of the Sewanee team. But 
there is no discounting the thorough 
efficiency of McGugin’s coaching, for it 
was a far better team than the Com- 
modores turned out last year, and 
crowded some of his great teams of 
previous years. They came to a heighth 
for Auburn, perhaps a bit too early 
in the season, and that, coupled with 
the fact that they played a hard game 
on the Saturday before Thanksgiving, 
and the loss of Metzger thrown in, all 
helped to put them down, though I 
doubt if, under any conditions, they 
were quite up to the mark of the Ti- 
gers this year. Vanderbilt should 
have a very remarkable team next 
year, and no doubt she will. for she 
retains the title deeds to nearly all of 
this year's fine staff. She can well 
afford to be satisfied with her splendid 
victories over all comers except Se- 
wanee and Ohlo State. 

Auburn a Good Third. 

Things did not start off nearly so 
well down at the “loveliest village” 
this year as we had all. expected,. and 
great was the wonder thereat. It was 
a heavy jolt the Commodores handed 
the Orange and Blue, and one for which 
nobody Was quite prepared. True, Au- 
burn had unusual troubles this year, 
and a healthy crop of injuries, but 
there was certainly something else 
wrong in addition. What it was I 
don't know, and it appears the coaches 
themselves could not solve the riddle. 
There was no dissension nor lack of 


strict training, still the team of vet- 


erans couldn't get together, somehow, 
and the. result was most disappoint- 
ing football. Had it not been for the 
two fine games the team put up 
against Tech and Sewanee, Auburn's 
schedule. would, frankly, have been a 
stupendous failure. She really had a 
bunch—bunches, rather, of matertal 
that compared mighty favorably with 
that of either Sewanee or Vanderbilt, 
but up to the time of the Tech game, 
it had not shown a thing, and had the 
team played no. better ball in that 
encounter that it had up to that time 
it would, no doubt, have gone down 
in defeat before a brand-new team. As 
it was, they were frank to admit they 
were lucky to win the game at all. 
However, now that Sewanee has 
shown the world how really superfine. 
she was by the sound drubbing she 
administered to the Commodores, we 


are in better position to realize just 


how well Auburn must have played 
and how much she must have improved: 
to hold the Tigers leve! as she really 
did. That game showed that Auburn 
really had. ‘the goods; all the time 
if she could only have unrolled them 
when customers were in the shop.

The Tech team of 08 was a good one, 
though it had started with only three 
veterans. The team of ’09 started off 
with four regulars, but the average of 
experiénce .of the balance was much 
below that of the untried remainder of 
‘08. At Tech no one doubted that the 
team would find itself at the very bot- 
‘tom ‘of the ladder when the~ season 
came. to close, and in September it was 
a dreary waste the Yellow Jackets 
looked out upon, 

Well, their: record speaks for itself, 
and is history now. In but a single 
game did the team fail to do better 
than had been expected of it—much 
better. That game they still won, but 
not by the score that had been antici- 
pated. And yet it Was not for lack o€ 
offensive power nor of defensive 
strength in the very game itself that 
the close score resulted, but because 
of 4 mere temporary mechanical de- 
fect—they could not hold on to the 
ball. But for those ten fumbles the 
score would in ali probability have 
looked much like what it did after 
the Yellow Jackets’ Thanksgiving day 
game, for Clemson had defeated Geor- 
gia but a very short time before. Any- 
way, it’s hard for a green team to “key 
up” for absolutely every game on its 
schedule—neither Sewanee, nor Van- 
derbilt nor Auburn did that. 

While not, man for man, so power- 
ful physically as the Tech team of 05, 
yet the team of ’09 had better team 


ever had. Sewanee administered the 
heaviest defeat, a 15 point victory, but. 
that was early in the Season, before 
Tech had had half a. chance to learn 
the game, while the Tigers had already 
been up against Princeton. Two weeks 
later Auburn could hardly gain a yard 
On straight football, -while against 
Mercer, Tech piled up a much better 
score than did either Auburn or Van- 
derbilt. By Thanksgiving day Tech 
had learned football again, and, as in 
08, played on that day a game that it 
would have pushed to the uttermost 


‘limits either of the three who rank 


her to have bettered. In a word. it was 
the best “green” team I ever saw, and 
the best green one, I believe, the south 
has yetturnedout. From this limited 
point of view Tech has had the most 
successful season of any college in the 
Southern Intercollegiate Athletic Asso- 
clation. 
Louisiana State a Fine Team. 

The State team at° Baton Rouge was 
not up to the mark set by their team 
of '08, but it was a corking good 
team for all that, and it included in 
its ranks some of the very best play- 
ers of the year. They played a closer 
game against Sewanee than did Tech, 
but caught the Tigers later in the 
season than did the Yellow Jackets, 
and their coach had had the advan- 
tage of seeing the Tigers play, which 
advantage Tech did not have. They 
had hard work also defeating Missis- 
sippi, and were pretty badly snowed 
under -by Arkansas. No doubt they 
were quite as strong as Tech in Oc- 


}tober, but on Thanksgiving day Tech 


was considerably stronger. Mercer 
players, for instance, say that neither 
Auburn nor Vanderbilt could play 
football with Tech im November, aad 
while that is only a straw as to the 
way of the wind, still when you also 
look at the Thanksgiving day scores 
you will have to agree that any team 
that can beat another 29 to 3, when 
the latter has done such stunts in the 
season as to beat Davidson, 17 to 65, 
and hold V. P. I., 6 to 0, must be some 
team. It’s all a matter of opinion. 
Anyway, L. 8S. U. had a very fine team, 
and a most successfel season. 
Alabama on Deck Again. 

Coach Pollard is a most resourceful 
man, and a highly -successful coach. 
With many new men and a light line, 
he has again demonstrated his ability 
as an originator and an inspiring 
teacher. ' 

Alabama’s season was an almost un- 
broken string -.of victories — until 
Thanksgiving day, when’ she finally 
went down to. defeat at the hands of 
L. 8..U. by a narrow margin. While 
this record clearly leaves Alabama in 
undisputed possession of the field as 
against all the teams she played, I do 
not suppose she claims to have had a 
better team than those colleges she 
did not play. The trouble with Ala- 
bama was that, outside of L. S. U., she 
had the misfortune not have have any 
of the strongest teams on her schedule 
—neither Sewanee, Vanderbilt, Auburn 
nor Tech appearing on her visiting 
list. At-that) she defeated Georgia by 
a larger score’*than did Tech, but that 
was duc éntirely to the one fault of 
furnbling on the part of Tech-in that 
particular game—a fault very easily 
remedied. As against Tennessee and 
Clemson, Alabama did: not do nearly 
-8e0 well.as Tech. Still, Alabama has 
the privilege of considering herself 
as strong as-.Tech if she so chooses;

~ «ing Sands in 27 Heurs:. 


Carrying two passengers, @xtra stp- 
“gasoline and “waé@ter and 
the tools necessary to dig’ the car 
out if it should become swamped in 
the sand, a Hupmobile driven by C. Z@, 
Salling. of Luvs Angeles, has gone 
the desert route between Los Angeles 
and Proenix, Ariz., in 27 hours and 40 
minutes. The distance is 481 miles. 
Not a moment’s trouble from any 
cause was experienced; the long trip 
across the burning sands of the 
Arizona desert was made without 
heating the motor. 

Over 200 miles of the route the 
sand and dust are so deep and heavy 
no car can run on other than 
the low gear. It‘is impossible to pro- 
cure supplies of any sort—food, water, 
gasoline or oil—over the same section 
of the: route, so it was necessary that 
these be carried on the car. In the 
worst of the sand the route lies 15 
miles from the nearest railroad. 

While the road is good in short 
stretches, for the most part it is. such 
as to make the most careful driving 
necessary. From Palm Springs to the 
desert town of Indio, for example, 
there are 23 miles of deep sand and 
powdered alkali dust. At Mecca, the 
real battle with the sand began. To 
Los Palms and Chucawalla the sand 
is so deep and loose that a car will 
sink to the body if it hesitates cor 
only a few seconds.

New York. December 4.—(Publish- 


ers’ Press Special.)—The first week’s| 
racing of the present meet at Jack- 
sonville is now history, but it has in- 
dicated one of the best seasons in the 
history of racing in the southeast. 
When Moncrief park was thrown open 
for the meeting of 110 days there were 
some who -has misgivings, but those 
have all disappeared now, and. the 
racing is in full swing without a 
gloomy cloud upon the horizon. 

Particularly auspicious also was tne 
opening at Juarez, Mexico. It is in- 
dicated that racing at Juarez has come 
to stay, and many easterners who 
visited the track predict that the new 
course will soon rival the western and 
eastern tracks in favor. Of course, 
it is out of the way, but that handl- 
cap need not interfere seriously. The 
management of Juarez wants to ac- 
quire circuit bookings. That is, they 
want horsemen to visit the track at 
certain seasons each year, making it 
@ regular stopping place on the na- 
tional circuit. 


Tampa Meet.

Big Season in England. 


Although the racing season jus* 
about closed in England has been the 
most successful, fiuancially, in many 
years, the sport in America doesn’t 
suffer much in comparison. For  in- 
stance, the biggest winner in England, 
Mr. Fair.ie, has a total of $179,800. 
This is far in excess of James R. 
Keene’s winnings here, $112,600, but 
the latter’s total is nearly $12,000 more 
than that of King Edward, who was 
second to Mr. Fairlie, with $190,800. 
Considtring how the sport, has been 
harassed here, with open betting pro- 
hibited, the showing of Mr. Keene @au- 
gurs well for.the future, now that the 
public is fairly well educated in the 
mysteries of the legal evasions. The 
horses of Mr. Keene and Harry Payne 
Whitney stimulated interest in the 
sport abroad, and both did well. Mr. 
Keene won approximately $19,900, al- 
though his horses performed below 
expectations. The Whitney» colors 
were seen in races netting a total 
winning of $47,620. The Whitney 
horses won more races than any oth- 
ers owned by a man in England. Mr. 
Whitney ‘won thirty races, but unfor- 
tunately there was not a classic 
among them. 


_ Can Corrigan Recoup? 

Turfmen- ‘are watching to see if Ed 
Corrigén can. recoup his enormous 
losses on the race course. The west- 
ern turfman in his recent petition in 
bankrupt¢dy showed himself completely 
in the hole. His labilfties, mostly 
unsecured, are nearly $175,000, while 
his assets are not quite $15,000. Down 
Frankford-way the Kentuckians know 
Corrigan for a fighter, and belleve 
that he can recoup within a few 
years. John W. Gates is a creditor 
for $36,000. Otherg are the Whitney 
Natiohal bank, of New Orheans, for 
$11,000, and Annie Ryan, of Cincinnati, 
for $24,000. 

Corrigan, in his time, was the most 
forceful and picturesque figure upon 
Only two years ago he re- 
fused an offer of $75,000 for his race 
track property.

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-ENCOURAGING REPORTS 


The annual report of the trustees 
of the Wesley Memorial hospital to 
the South Georgia Conference was as 
follows: 

The trustees of the Wesley Me- 
morial hospital report with satisfac- 
tion another year of success. 

During the year from November lI, 
1908, to November 1, 1909, there have 
been treated in the hospital 750 cases, 
as compared with 686 cases for the 
year ending November 1, 1908. The 
patients treated have come from 
twenty-one of the forty-five states of 
the union, and one from a foreign 
country, 660 of which cases are of 
Georgia, and 302 being Methodists, 142 
Missionary Baptists, 1 Primitive Bap- 
tist, 46 Presbyterians, 18 Roman Cath- 
olics, 20 Hebrews, 23 Campbellites, 22 
Episcopalians, 1 Unitarian, 1 Univer- 
salist, 3 Lutherans, 6 Congregational- 
ists and 170 not members of any 
church. During the year 1908 ten re- 
ligious denominations were represent- 
ed. while the number for the year 
1909 is thirteen. 

Income and Disbursements. 

The total income of the institution 
during the year has been $27,253.13, 
of which amount the sum of $22,672.80 
has been received from pay patients 
and $4,166.21 from the Christmas col- 
lection. The total sum spent upon 
charity patients has been $9,652.47, or 
$6,496.26 more than was received from 
the patronizing conferences through 
the annual Christmas collection. The 
number of patients who were unable 
to pay the cost of their treatment was 
346. 

The total income of the hospital has 
fallen below the total expenditures 
| by $2,567.95, which has been provided 
for by a loan in bank. 

A year ago the annua! report to the 
conferences 4eclared that if the 
Christmas cbdilection ‘of 1908 should 
amount to $6,000, all current ex- 
penses for the year 1909 would: be met 
and the total indebtedness of the hos- 
pital for current expenses would be 
discharged. The. figures given in. this 
report, taken in connection with Bills 
payable due the hospital, show that 
such would have been the case. Our 
estimate was correct, but the Christ- 
mas collection was only $4,156.21,. in- 
stead of $6,000, as we hoped it. might 
have been. Every cent of the. Christ- 
mas collection goes to the work of 
charity. Such a pure and . unmixed 
benevolence should appeal to . every 
true Christian heart, and we believe 
the Methodist people of Georgie will 
gladly give the fal¥ amount required, 
if the matter its set clearly before 
them. During the past year the Christ- 
mas collection showed a marked ad- 
vance over that of the previous year,

This small amount, we feel 
sure, could have been raised with lit- 
tle effort if every preacher in charge 
had tried to do something for this 
great interest. , 
Opened August, 1905. 

The hospital was opened on August 
16, 1905, and from that date until 
November 1, 1909, there have been 
treated 2,365 patients, of whom 1,194 
have not been able to pay the cost 
of their treatment. During that 
period’ it has expended upon charity 
work $29,927, and it has received in 
these four years for the work of 
charity $12,076.18, or its charity work 
has exceeded its charity fund by the 
amount of $17,600. It thus appears 
that in four years more than:the value 
of its first plant Has been given to the 
poor and suffering. Can anything 
more than these cold facts be required 
to commend the institution to the 
generous consideration of all benevo- 
lent people, and to secure for it the 
zealous advocacy and cordial support 
of all our preachers? 

The buildings of the hospital have 
been enlarged.twice since its first 
opening in 19056, in order to meet the 
increased demands upon it, and yet 
patients. have been turned away dur- 
ing the past year for lack of room. 
This ought not to be. The lot on 
which the plant stands is ample for 
other buildings, and the present struc- 
ture should be adequate for the needs 
of all who seek the benefits of the 
institution. The property as it now 
stands is worth $100,000, although it 
cost only about $62,000. We were for- 
tunate in buying the property at tne 
time it was purchased, as the land 
upon which the hospital stands would 
now bring three times as much as 
the original cost. 

Report on Emory College. 

Dr. J. E. Dickey, the president, 
makes an excellent report of affairs at 
Emory College as follows: 

“I herewith present to you my 
eighth annual report. It affords me 
pleasure to inform you that the segsion 
of 1908-9 proved to be the most satis- 
factory of any year of my administra- 
tien, while the term of 1909-10 prom- 
ises to be even more successful than 
that of the preceding year. The en- 
roliment for the term ending June 3, 
1909, was 271, which number Indicates 
a small increase over that of the term 
of 1907-8 At this time we have al- 
ready enrolled 296, which, ‘you will 
observe, is twenty-five more than the 
total enroliment of last year. The 
health of the faculty and student body 
has been good. The work of the facul- 
ty and students continues to be of a 
high grade of excellence. The religious 
influences which have always been a 
distinguishing work of the college life 
continue,to abound at Emory. During 
the spring term a gracious revival 
was conducted by the pastor, assisted 
by Rev. W. G. Crawley, in which the 
spiritual life of the college and the 
Village was greatly quickened. One 
of the mast inspiring features of the 
college life during the term just closed 


‘was the organization of the Greater 


Emory Club by the undergraduates. 
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tiful structure of classic design which 
comports well with the other buildings 
on thé campus. When completed it 
will seat 1,000 people. It will be 
heated by steam and lighted by elec- 
tricity. The church will meet a long 
want at Oxford. You may remember 
that at a call meeting of the trustees 
of Emory Collége in the month of July, 
1908, a campaign was projected for the 
purpose of raising $300,000 for the 
endowment of the college, which 
amount, together with the $200,000 al- 
ready in hand, would provide a half- 
million dollars for the institution. At 
that July meeting the trustees present 
subscribed $66,000. To this amount 
was added the pledge of $96,000. The 
campaign, as you know, was placed in 
the hands of a committee under the 
leadership of the president of the 
college. He began a canvass of the 
state last October and at your last 
session reported $116,000 in subscrip- 
tions. During the conference year 
just closing he has devoted all of his 
available time to the prosecution of 
this campaign, and with the help of 
the brethren, is now able to report In 
pledges $250,000. The president of the 
college wishes to acknowledge with 
gratitude the uniform and inyaluable 
help of the pastors wherever he has 
gwone in the interest of the college. 
Without their cordial cooperation the 
work that has been done could not 
have been accomplished. With their 
continued help the campaign will be 
completed on June 1, 19190. 
Church Congratulated. 

“The church in Georgia is to be con- 
@wratulated upon its response to the 
call of the campaign, the success of 
which means $500,000 for one of the 
noblest foundations within the borders 
of the state. To reach the half-mil- 
lion mark for Emory’s endowment has 
been the dream of the friends of the 
college for a generation. We have to 
be faithful to our trust in this matter 
for only a few short months, and this 
dream will have been realized. 

“The endowment comes none ‘00 
soon, as the capacity of the teaching 
force is crowded to its utmost, the 
lower classes having been divided and 
subdivided until some of the profes- 
sors are devoting three hours to a 
class, when they should be required to 
devote only one. The success of the 
campaign means more teachers (and 
notwithstanding the fact that within 
the last eight years $100,000 has been 
invested in permanent improvements), 
better equipment and, we trust, more 
puplis brought under the wholesome 
influence which pervades the college 
life at Oxford. Let the friends of 
Christian education thank God and 


take courage.”

Spokane, Washington, December 4-— 
(Special.)——Mrs, Eliza Spalding’ War- 
rem the second white child born in 
the northwest. who has lived in epic 
since her birth at- what is now Lap- 
wai, Idaho, 72 years ago, has just re- 
turned to,Spokane from the Nez Perce 
settlement, Where she was two weeks 
among Indians she knew in her child- 
hood. At the home of her grandson, 
B. J. Warren, 217 South Madelia street, 
Mrs. Warren, who is @ resident at 
Lake Chelan, Wash. told of the stir- 
ring times in the. earty @ays in what 
was called “the Oregon country.” 

Mrs. Warren is a type of the deter- 
mined woman, who assisted their fa- 
thers and hidsbands to build up the 
country in tha face of hardships and 


* dangers. She was raised among the In- 


dians, playing as a child with the aft- 
erward notorious renegade, Chief Jo- 
seph, of the NeW Perces, who gave the 
late General O. O. Howard such a live- 
ly chase in 1877. She survived the 


Whitman massacre, in which Dr. Mar-| 


cus Whitman and thirteen of his 
brave followers lost their lives, and 
later was ransomed from captivity by 
the Hudson Bay Company. 

On her recent visit to Lapwai, the 
first in 62 Years, she found three In- 
dians, now aged and failing, with 
whom she played when a little girl. 


The squaws remembered her after she) 


gave her maiden mame and recalled 


some of the early incidents. 

“My father, Henry H. Spalding. ®& 
Presbytérian missionary, sent out from 
New England, made the trip across the 
plains and mountains with Dr. Marcus 
Whitman in 1855, and settled in what 
is now *“Lapwal, Idaho,” said Mrs. War- 
ren. “Dr. Whitman continued the jour- 
ney to begin his missionary | work) 

at a point 
where Walla’ Walla, Wash. is now 
located, and for years they were our 
nearest white neighbors. The entire’ 
eountry was then known as Oregon 
territory. 

“1 was born in 1837, and liwed at 
Lapwai among the Nez Perces for nine 
years, when B was taken to Dr. W hit- 
man’s to go to school. I made the 
trip with a squaw, unaccompanied by 
any white person. The next year I 
was taken vy my father, who, after 
arranging for my care by Dr. Whitman 
and his wife, left me to see to some 
busirress in the Willamette valley. Hs 


leaving at that time saved his life, for 


shortly after my arrival in Oregon the 
Indians turned on Dr. Whitman and the 
little band of white mien at the post, 
I saw the four- 
and 


teen men killed and the women 
taken 


children, fifty-nine .in number, 
prisoners by the Indians. 

“Wwe were held captive for . three 
weeks, and tk@n the Hudson Bay 
Company bought us, paying the Indiang 
in trinkets, blankets and other articles 
to the value of $400. Peter S. Ogden, 
then factor of the trading post at Van- 
couver, Wash., was the. man who s0 
humanely rescued us from captivity, 
and, to the best of my knowledge, he 
Was never even thanked for it. My 
father was hunted by the Indians six

“After the Whitman massacre in 1847 
my. father moyed ,his family to the 
Willamette valley,gas it had become too 
dangerous to Jive’at Lapwal, and we, 
settled. in tha@ country permanently. 
Afterward I moved ‘to Lake Chelan, 
and: this is my‘first vieit’ to Spokane 
in 21 years. At that time it was lit- 
tle more than a village. 

“I passed several weeks among the 
Indians at Lapwai recently, and I 
was struck by their progress, It is 
something wonderful. The men at the 
Presbyterian mission, founded by my 
father, a former resident of New 
Haven, Conn., and Boston, have built 
one of the best churthes in that sec- 
tion, and all of them are leading 
Christian lives. They have a bank, 
and every family, has a deposit. The 
Indians heave devoted their attention 
to agriculture, chiefly wheat growing, 
and tley are also doing some extensive 
farming. 

“It may. be of interest to note that 
the Nez Perce Indians probably were, 
the first to practice irrigation in the 
northwest. I have heard my father 
talk about the method, and I have sev- 
eral letters written by him to. rela- 
tives in New England in 1839, in 
whfch he spoke of their crude methods 
of suppiying moisture to the land by 
artificial means. In some _ instances 
the water was carried in earth flumes, 
while in others they stored the meited 
snow from the hills: by building dams. 
They were successful, and raised crops 
of vegetables, which would“*do credit 
to any truck gardener.” :

Sixteen years ago the president of the 
International Congress of Chemists at 
the world’s fair, Chicago, remarked 
that the next greatest discovery in 


chemistry would be the manufacture of 
‘alcohol from lumber refuse. 


Probab! 
not ohe of the chemists assembled at 
that congress imagined for one. me- 
ment that the discovery would be made 
within 25 years from that date; for 
chemists have been experimenting for 
the .wreater part of a century trying 
to discover a method of making pure 
alcohol from, wood waste. 

Today, however, the discovery is an 
accomplished fact, and is the result 
of experiments which have been car- 
ried on for five years by two Chicago 
chemists, who claim to have discov- 
ered a process by which pure ethyl al- 
cohol, can be made from sawdust or 
wood waste of any kind. That the dis- 
covery has actually been made is evi- 
dent’ from the fact that the United. 
States department of agriculture, after 
making the fullest investigation of 
the process patented by the inventors, 
has made a highly laudatory report 
about it.’ The department describes it:

A gentleman writes me,’“I have read: 
your remarks on Neurasthenia, and de- 


sire to be informed in a general way 


regarding your method, .ete. | 

“I have always regarded specialists 
on Genito-Urinary Diseases for the 
most part as charlatans and quacks.” 
“Again it is notorious that many accept 
fees without materially improving the 
condition of the patient,” etc. 

This tentleman’s opinion is probably 
the opinion of many men and women. 
There is undoubtedly rank charlatanry 
tg be discovered among those who do, 
as well as among those who do not, 
advertise. 

The fact is that commercialism has 
been the curse of the medical profes- 
sion, and has caused nine-tenths of all 
the quackery, whether in or out of the 
regular lines. 

Let us start with the making/<of the 
Doctor. The Medical Colleges are al- 
most invariably started in the first 
place as money-making institutions and 
for the advertising value to the man 
who holds a professorship. The pro- 
fessorship is given to the man who can 
himself take stock or get appropria- 
tions from his friends. 


In consequence, medical colleges are 


far. more plentiful than they should 
be, and in order to fill the lecturé room 
all sorts of inducements are held out 
to students, and in the end young men 
are turned ose on the community 
without the well-rounded menta! train- 
ing they should have for the profes- 
s:Oon. 

The profession then becomes over- 
crowded with a mass of mental misfits 
that have to hustle and grab to get 
even a crust, and the only successful 


ones are those who can get the coin, 


even tho it be by all sorts of horse 
jockeying or even worse methods. Then 
the advice the young Doctor gets is to 
Bee that he gets his fees, no matter 
about the pattient’s benefit. The conse- 
quence is inevitable. : 

A few years ago, when I was offered 
a professorship in a medical. college, 


one of.the largest in the country, the. 


argument used was that it would be a 
good advertisement to gain practice. 
As for me, I took my choice, and pre- 
ferred to advertise openly and without 
hypocrisy, rather than by behind, the 
door methods. 

I have lived long enough to see 
some irregular, I may say, disreputable 
methods by advertising, as well as by 
non-advertising Doctors. 

For instance, last winter and spring

_This is arrant charlatanry, of course, 
but I have patients tell me occasionally 
of a Doctor here who always refers to 
me as that advertising quack, I never 
met him but once, and that was a 
ccuple of years ago, when he came into 
my office and handed me his card, and 
wanted me to send him such patients 
as I did not care to take myself, and 
he would divide the fees. I guspected 
his scheme, and on leading him out a ; 
little, found he claimed to be espe- 
clally expert on curettage, for which he 
told meé he got very large fees. Every 
Doctor knows what he meant>»by ‘curet- 
tage.. It meant a practice that no de- 
cent man would be engaged in, no mat- 
ter how much money he might make. 
It é only fair to Georgia Doctors to 
say that he was not a product of the 
red hills of Georgia, andI hardly think 
he was even sheltered under Uncle 
Sam’s coat tails. 

I really think I could write a book 
on the practice, thickly smeared with 
quackery and practiced by men who 
prided themselves on their regularity. 

Here is a case to the point: Some 
years ago (his was not in Geor- 
gia), a man and his son came to my 
office to consult me about the health 
of the*father, a man 79 years old, un- 
able to pass water on account of an 
enlarged prostate. I made a careful 
examination and fully explained his 
condition to them, and as he lived 4 
or & miles from a Doctor, the patient 
being a wealthy farmer, I gave them 
careful instructions about drawing the 
urine and washing out the bladder, 
and furnished them with a proper out- 
fit for the purpose, for all of which I 
charged $10, which was very reason- 
able and at the game time a proper 
fee. A few days later a Doctor met 
me on the street, said Doctor being one 
of the shrewdest specimens and at the 
same time one ofxthe most unscrupu- 
lous I ever knew, and he said to me, 
“Colonel P— was down to see you the 
other day, I understand, Now, teil me, 
what did you charge him, for I under- 


stand you told him how to wash out 
his bladder, etc.” I told him §10. He 
laughed and said; “You will never get 
rich practicing medicine. Now, let me 
tell you what I gid.. They sent. for 
me some time ago, and I went up there 
and drew his water every night, and 
morning until I had made 102 vigits. 
I then took my bill for $5.00 per visit 
and médicine extra, Made it $527.60, 
and after some haggling he settled for 
$500." Now, that Dootor is very, very 
regular. I have heard several times 
to his referring to me in ap uncompli- 
mentary manner because I advertise. [| 
think he is a thief, even tho hé is reg- 
ular. 

A few months ago a Doctor came 
into my office one morning and intro- 
duced himself as being interested in 
my work, etc., and I treated him cour- 
teously, but thought he was acting 
rather peculiar. A few days later I 
wot a letter from a correspondent re- 
turning to me a letter written to the 
correspondent by this same Doctor, the 
correspondent having written .a pro- 
prietary mredtcine house here asking 
if they knew me. The Doctor is very 
regular, openly so, but glad to pick 
up a few crumbs by answering letters 
for this house and acting as their cor- 
respondent, so his regularity cropped 
out and he wrote the correspondent 
that he had called on me and found 
out I was an advertising Doctor and 
so not worthy of confidence. If he reads 
this, I hope his hide. is not so Ahick 
but he may possibly realize what a low 
quack and sneak I think he is. You 
can find plenty of quackery among 
those who are regular if you go l00k- 
ing for it, and you don’t have to comb 
with a fine tooth comb, either. 


I haye had a couple of interesting 
cases come before me in the last day 
that illustrates very forcibly the facts 
of the parasyphilids that I spoke of a 
couple weeks ago. The one was &@ gen- 
tleman who. called merely to make & 
sociable call and to let me know how 
well he was. This man called on me 
about 2 years ago, suffering with cer- 
tain symptoms that he felt sure was 
in some way connected with -his pre- 
vious attack of Syphilis, and from 
which he had thought himself cured, 
for he had taken a very thoro course of 
treatment. But when he first called on 
me he was suffering from very decided 
neurasthenic symptoms that the physi- 
clans he had consulted, and he also 
thought, was due to the old trouble, but 
which had not. been benefited, but, if 
anything, made worse by the Iodide 
and other Anti-Syphilitic treatment 
that had been prescribed. Thecase was 
very cleanly one where the symptoms

Now, it is just such cases as~ this 
trat the old-time herb Doctor cured 
without Mercury or Iodide, and with 
the use of vegetable remedies alone. 
At any rete, this patient’ rapidly im- 
proved, and when he called on me to- 
day told me had been in perfect health 
ever since. 

Another case is that of a man who 
called on me for the first time this 
morning, and, of course, I have no 
proof as yet as to the effects of my 


‘treatment, but the case is almost iden- 


tical with the preceding one, a little 
variation in symptoms, but essentially 
the same. He, too, hag found by per- 
fonal experience that the Iodide and 
Tonics have done more harm than good, 
and that he was getting no benefit

I promised to refer again to the mat- 
ter of Tonics not benefiting to the 
extent that theoretically it would seem 
they should... Now, in both of these 
cases mentioned above, the patients 
had been heavily dosed with Tonics and 
the only effects were to increase the 
bad symptoms instead of allaying them. 
Now, tonics have their uses, at the 
proper time and for the proper con- 
dition they, are undoubtedly very bene- 
ficial indeed, but for the most part 
they are, after all, only. stimalants. 
They are the whip and spur to exhaust- 
ed tissues and are not real restorers 
of vital force. These .cases do not 
need the whip and spur; they need the 
building up by enttfrely different meth- 
ods, and it is for this reason that these 
remedies so often fall down in actual 
practice.

on by an excellent surgeon, and the 
operation a perfect success from the 
operator's standpoint, but the case only 
illustrates what I have seen proven 
ever and over again during the past 30 
years, that the- patient and the sur- 
gweon get the cart before the horse. 
They think all these symptoms are 
due to Varicocele, when, in fact, the 
Varicocele is only one of the symp- 
‘toms or conditions of an underlying 
lowered vitality and not the disease 
per se.

84 day of January, 1795, for meritor-

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ed in the Register of Grants, M.M.M. 
M., folio 550 to 626, in’ the land office 
at Atlanta.” : 

The mystery in this case is a more 
interesting one. These grants to 
Thomas Cooper are found recorded in 
Secretary Cook’s office, just as stated; 
and not only that, but the records in 
the. superior court of Montgomery 
county appear to show a ‘complete 
chain of title to this property down 
to 1908. Miss Cook’s purchase seems 
to have been lots Nos. 40 and 41, of 
1,000 acres each, of the Thomas 
Cooper grant, and these lots. appear to 
have been conveyed from David. H. 
Golden to Elbert F. Ward, by a war- 
ranty deed, dated January 25, 1908, 
and recorded in Montgomery superior 
court, August 11, 1908. 

The abstract of title is signed by | 
the Tennessee and Kentucky Abstract 
Company, and also by J. C. Calhoun, 
clerk superior court Montgomery coun- 
ty, and certificate is made that there 
are no mortgages or liens against the 
property. 

Looks Good on Paper. 

On paper, it would look as if the 
purchaser had a good thing, but the 
fault in the title chain appears in the| 
very first link—the apparent grant of 
77,000 acres of land to one _ person, 
where the head right lews prohibit- 
ed the granting of more than _ 1,000 
acres te’ one individual. 4 

How, then, did these grants get on 
the records? That is the interesting 
and troublesome question. There are 
many of them actually recorded and 
purporting to have been signed by 
Governor Mathews, whose record ap- 
pears to have been a thoroughly hon- 
orable and upright one. 

Secretary Cook's circular létter ex- 
plains, in part, the situation, though 
it does not tell how it happened, 
and there is nothing in the records 
to show the processes by which the 
law was violated, or who is actually 
responsible for it. 

The indications are, despite Miss 
Cook’s seemingly perfect chain of 
title, that she has bought a gold brick, 
just @s many others are doing wher- 
ever the land swindlers can impose 
upon their credulity. 

Another letter received by Secretary 


what purports to be grants issued in 
seventeen counties for more than 
eighteen millions of acres of land to a 
few hundred persons, which was a 
very large proportion of the acreage 
of the land of this state at that time. 
These grants are for 1,000 acres each, 
and cover from 5,000 to over 1,000,000 
acres to one person. 

“I find among the old records of 
this office a letter from Thomas Mc- 
Call, surveyor general, dated May, 
1778, calling the attention of the gov- 
ernor and executive council to the 
violation of the law by the land 
court, which consisted of three mag- 
istrates, in issuing Warrants for sur- 
vey in excess of the 1,000 aoges. I find 
on the 4th of June, 1788, when the 
letter of McCall’s was referred to the! 
executive council, the following action 
taken: 

““Ordered, that the surveyor general 
do not pass through his office any war- 
rant or warrants for land exceeding 
1,000 acres to any one person, and to 
stop all abuses against the law that 
may come to his knowledge.’ 

“I find also many protests from the 
citizens of several counties to the 
governor against the action of the 
land court in violation of the law, 
These protests. were all indorsed by 
the governor to the surveyor general 
with orders to issue no grants in ex- 
cess of the law. 

“Montgomery county was created by 
an act of the legislature in December, 
1793, and was to be organized by the 
election of county officers on the 
third Monday in January §§ following. 
The records in this office eontaining 
‘these prétended and fraudulent gaftts 
show that the land court on the 4th 
day of August, 1794, issued warrants 
to about fifty persons for 17,430,000 
acres, when the entire acreage of the 
county did not exced 1,400,000 acres. 
So great and gross was this violation 
of the law that the legislature on 
the 28th day of December, 1794, pass- 
ed the following act: 

“*Whereas, many persons have sjir- 
veyed land contrary to the laws and 
welfare of this state, be it enacted 
that all such survey or surveys, and 
all grants founded thereon, be, and the 
same and each and every one of them 
ae hereby declared to be null and 
vold.’ : 

“In addition to this legislation, these 
lands have been granted subsequently 
to actual bona fide citizens, who have 
lived upon them for the past forty 
and fifty years, and in many in- 
stances much longer, and have paid 
the tax due the county and state. A 
few of these grants bear date in 1795, 
but they are all founded on warrants 


Cook from Los Angeles, enclosed a 
clipping relative to the former swin-, 
dle referred to, and is signed Eugene ; 
B. Stork. He asks the name of the, 
party who bought the land in question, ; 
as he says he wants to condole with | 
him. Mr. Stork says several years a0 | 
he bought 1,000 acres in Emanuel! 
county, adjoining Montgomery, and 
all he has to show for it is a nicely 
typewritten abstract of title. 

Secretary Cook recalis a peculiarly 
sad case in connection with these land 
frauds. Several years ago a mean 
from Iowa came into his office, and 
told the story. He had sold his little 
farm in that state, where he had. at 
least been making a fair living, and 
with the proceeds bought a tract of 
1,000 acres in Montgomery county, Ga. 
With his wife and three children he} 
left Iowa and went direct to Mont- 
gomery county to clafm his purchase. 
After a fruitless search for the land, 
although he had the apparently per- 
fect abstract of title, he came to At- 
lanta and called on Secretary Cook, 
only to learn that he had bought land 
that never existed except on paper. 
He had to call on his friends to get 
sufficient money to return to his home 
‘to start life all over @gain at a.time 
when he should have been well pre- 
pared ‘for a rainy day. | 

Seeretary Cook’s Letter. 

The following extracts from Secre- 
tary Cook's circular letter, relative to 
the fraudulent land grants, will prove 
of interest and perhaps of value in 
this connection: 

“On the 224 day of February, 1785, 
the legisiature of this state an 
act giving to each citizen 1,000 acres 
of land_as a head right, upon the ap- 
plicant taking the prescribed oath that 
he had not by himself nor had any 
person for him, or in his name, ap- 
plied ge’ or received more than 1,000 
acres. his land was.to be actually 
surveyed and settied upon within 
eighteen months, and three acres to

Most of these grants purport to have 
been signed by Governor Mathews. The

“My attention has been called to an 
article which appeared some while 
back in one of the Savannah papers 
stating that the supreme court of the 
United States in the famous. Dodge 
land case-had-. decided these 

ood. No such decision was ever made. 

e Dodge -lands invo!ved in the liti- 
gation were lottery lands, as con- 
tradistinguished from head 
lands. 

“T regret to learn that there are a 
few persons in this state who either 
ignorantly or otherwise advise some of 
the holders of these old grants that 
they are good and valid. These old 
grants are now on the market in al- 
most every city, certainly in every 
northern and western state. I have re- 
ceived more than. one hundred letters 
in regard to them; and have been 
visited hy a number of gentlemen from 
different states, some of whom have in- 
vested in them, and others who de- 
sired to investigate the titles. 

“The law required that an actual 
survey should be made of all the lands 
granted in this state. Such surveys 
were never made of any of the lands 
referred to in this letter. Thousands 
and hundreds of thousands of acres 
are purported to have boen surveyed 
in a single day.

TO TALK ON LIBRARIES 


Chaimers Hadley, secretary of the 
National Library Association, is 
spending a few days in the city in the 
interest of national library work. He 
will] address the Library school Mon- 


day. 

_ Mr. Hadley speaks most interestingly 
and encouragingly of the rapid growth 
of the libraries in the United States, 
but adds that there is much more 
to be done before the people will 
be brought to know the actual value 
of a library as a force for good in @ 
community. 

He stated that the majority of peo- 
ple looked upon a library elther as & 
bullding or a collection of books 
whereas in the truest sense, was 
neither. 

‘It should be looked upon as an in- 
stitution which stands for enlighten- 
ment, encoyragement and intellectual! 
amusement, and to do this the library 
must be in charge of a librarian who 
understands human nature, and has 4 
knowledge of men, as well as a lit- 
erary education.” 

He continued to state that the man 
in the stréet would think that the 
only qualifications necessary to make 
a good librarian is an ability to do 


it 


every-day, hum-drum clerical work, 
and that any second-rate bookkeeper 
could fill the piace. On the contrary,

As it is in America, in the case of the last tariff bill, a general elec- 

tion does not occur until.a year hence, and the representatives then desig- 
nated will not take their seats until a year after they are elected. 
Even with these circuitous and. procrastinating methods, the house of 
representatives is incomparably more amenable to the people than is the 
senate. One-third of the latter body is chosen at a general congressional 
election, leaving a two-third percentage of members with tenure ranging 
from two to four years, and able to nullify legislation originating with the 
reconstructed house. 

THUS THE AMERICAN SENATE 1s. MORE POWERFUL THAN THE 
MONARCHICAL, HEREDITARY BRITISH HOUSE OF LORDS. 

There 1S an immediate check on the British peers, despite their life- 
long tenancy.

Its. weakness—the admission and assertion of its own members—ties 
in its difficulty in raising funds because its mission is one of inspiration 
to good works in others rather than direct and organized achievement. 

But it:is the parent, as it were, of those organizations which do achieve; 
which accomplish great and lasting good. : 

Through all of its fourteen years and more of effort and the many suc- 
cesses to which it has so splendidly contributed, the Woman’s Club has never 
asked the public for a single dollar; its funds have been subscribed and its 
expenses paid from within.

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JOHN BULL’S LESSON TO UNCLE. SAM. 


Republican America bids fair to sit at the feet of monarchical England 
when it comes to fundamental questions of economics and taxation. 

That is likely to be the significance of the British budget agitation, 
which now goes before the people for final adjudication. 

Two of the primary features of the budget, the ones ih fact that pre- 
cipitated the. present crisis, were directed at the evils of landlordism, rural 
and urban, and the effort, under the “unearned increment” clause, to com- 
pel owners of property to share with the community a portion of the in- 
crease in valuation that has accrued, not through the activities of the 
owner, but through the collective and automatic activities of the com- 
munity. 

The recent report of Roosevelt’s commission on country life in Amer- 
ica reported that one of the distinct menaces in rural life was the en- 
croaching system of landlordism. : 

The commissioners pointed out the drift toward small, individual own- 
ership of farms had evolved into a drift toward the control of large 
landed principalities by relatively a few individuals. 

The inevitable sequel to the perfection of such a system means, of 
course, that one wealthy landowner is able to dictate terms to any num- 
ber of tenants in rent, lease or sale; as a matter of fact, to absolutely 
dominate the destinies of an army of men, women and children... Simply 
for illustration, in the south alone it is conceivable .that capitalists could 
secure a sufficient command of acreage to each year materially affect the 
price_and volume of cotton. 

It is logical to expect that if the gradual advance of such a develop- 
ment is not checked, the time will come when the small farmer will be 


the titled landlord. 
Now not larger than a man’s hand, this cloud on the horizon is sinister 


enough to engage the reformative thought of those Americans that sub- 
scribe to sensible prevention rather than’ revolutionary cure. 

In the matter of the unearned increment, it is equally probable that 
American cities will ultimately turn to some form of its eminently just 
philosophy... Again filustrating: 

You read in your paper of the ‘sale of property valued five years ago at 
$25,000: today at $100.000. How often is the owner of that property entitled 
to credit for producing that increased valuation? 
his main virtue has been that of patience in holding the land. That great 
enhancement of value, and it is a predominant feature of urban property, 
is “unearned increment.” The community, by its collective energies, helped 
to make it. Ought not the community, besieged by multiplying taxes and 
expenditures for common welfare improvements, to receive a small share 
in the profits largely made by its. own activities?

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Important Meeting of North Georgia Body of the Epis- 


copal Chureh—Something of History of the 
' Church in Georgia. 


‘i 

One of the events of the week. will 
be the meeting of the Council of the 
Diocese of Atlanta, which will bring 
‘to the city: many new faces of clergy- 
ment and laymen for several days’ 
stay. St. Luke's church, Rev. Dr. Wil- 
mer, rector, is the host on the occa- 
sion. This handsome new church wil! 
be at the service of the council and its 
members and affiliated organizations, 
such as the Woman’s Auxiliary to Mis- 
sions, the Daughters of the King, the 
Brotherhood of St. Andrew, and the 
people of St. Luke’s have offered en- 
tertainment to all accredited represen- 
tatives either in their homes or in the 
hotels of the: city. Bishop Cleland 
Kinloch Nelson will preside. 

This is the second council held here, 
the first in December, 1908, having met 
in the new All Saints’ church, at which 
time: this handsome. edifice was conse- 
crated. _ 

The diocese of Atlanta, of which this 
council is the deliberatfve and legisla- 
tive body,.comprises the- bishop, the 
ministers of various orders and chosen 
laymen whose labors are exercised in 
what is. practically the: northern half 
of the state, ‘the’ principal. cities being 
Atlanta, Macon, Célumbus, Rome, Ath- 
ens, Marietta and Griffin. 

Until 1907 the whole state of Georgla 
had but one bishop of this church. But 
after nearly sixteen years of active 
labor involving 20,000 miles of travel 
each year, the strength of the church 
having doubled both in its adherents 
and in its financial ability, Bishop Nel- 
son took. the initiative in a movement 
for the division of this great territory. 

He had the choice of the northern 
or the southern portion; and upon the 
setting off of the upper part of the 
State into the diocese of Atlanta, 
Bishop Nelson elected, for reasons 
which seemed wise and proper, to be- 
come the head of the new diocese and 
to retain his -home in this city, much 
to the gratification of his many friends 
in and out of his church. : 

The Church in Georgia. 

The meeting of this council natural- 
ly suggests some remarks upon the 
history of the Episcopal church in the 
state of Georgia. 

Of the early settlers comparatively 
few were members of the same churci 
in England, except the men of rank as 
governors and civic and military offi- 
cers who were mostly members of the 
Church of England. Their conservation 
of their natural allegiance to king and 
queen soon became prejudicial to the 
interest and progress of the church 
with which they were allied, and this 
objection has not wholly disappeared 
among thoughtless and inconsiderate 
people. Then again the missionary 
zeal of the church had not reached its 
later proportions when the Society for 
the Propagation of Christian Knowl- 
edge and the Society for the Propaga- 
tion of the Gospel were at the height 
of their energy and readiness to serve 
the colonists. 

A third and important reason was 
‘the great delay and difficulty in secur- 
ing bishops to guide and counsel the 
flocks. The first bishop consecrated for 
this country was Samuel Seabury, of 
Connecticut, and he not until. 1784, 
while the southern dioceses were not 
supplied until much later: North Caro- 
lina, 1823; Florida, 1851, and Georgia 
not until 1841, the church in that dio- 
cese having been organized without a 
bishop in 1823, and served from the 
diocese of South Carolina by Bishop 
Bowen until 1839. In the latter state, 
where the first servicés of the church 
were held as early as 1680, and the 
Church of England was established in 
the province in 1706, organization was 
not had until July, 1785, and it was ten 
years after that, in 1795, that the Rev. 
Dr. Robert Smith was elected bishop. 

In these three brief statements is 
given an answer to the question s0 
often asked, how did the other denomi- 
nations get so far ahead of the Epis- 
copal church fn progress and growth, 
or more briefly: stated, the reasons 
were: (1) the larger number of emi- 
grants were of other faiths; (2) the

zeal of the Episcopal church was at & 
lew ebb, and (3) the chureh in this 
land, through its connections with 
England, was not able to apply the 
principles of its own organization, and 
these conditions continued until well 
into the nineteenth century. 


as the chief officers or bishops were 
secured, and the records of such men 
as Seabury, in Connecticut; White, in 
Pennsylvania; De Lancey, in New York; 
Meade, in Virginia; Ravenscraft, in 
North Carolina; Otey, in Tennessee, 
Rutledge, in Florida; Bowen, In South 
Carolina; Stephen Elliott, af Georgia; 
Polk, of Louisiana; Cobbs, of Alabama, 
and Lay, of Arkansas, not.to mention 
many others who are worthy of all 
honor, is proof enough to those who 
seek it that when the Episcopal church 
is duly organized and at work, her 
force for evangelization, for education 
and for every good work, is out of all 
proportion to the comparative num- 
ber of adherents. 

It is to the lasting credit ofthis 
ancient communion that she offers, 
and has ever offered, an open door to 
men ,of.every section, race and nation- 
ality, and that from Canada to Mexico 
and from the Atlantic to the Chinese 
sea, she is one without sections or di- 
visions. It is proper to remark that 
this church is not the puny thing 
which it is often represented to be, but 
that every little wooden church, with 
half a dozen worshipers, is a testimony 
to a longer fact and a witness to cer- 
tain: vital truths held and transmitted 
by thirty millions (the largest by many 
millions) of people of any name who 
speak the English lansuage, without 
any division or breaking up into rival 
or contending bodies. An educated 
public will appreciate being set right 
on this point. : 

Peculiarities of the Body. 

Another fact should be borne in 
mind when they assert a claim to polite 
and reasonable consideration, namely 
this, that in what are frequently 
spoken of as the peculiarities of this 
body of Christians. such as three 
orders of ministers, a i liturgical 
worship, the use of confirmation, a 
fixed creed of the most ancient form, 
and some other less salient features, 
the Episcopal church in America is at 
one with four-fifths of all Christian 
people of every language on the face 
of the earth. 

The Episcopal church is not given to 
boasting of its numbers, though many; 
of lineage, though that is creditable; 
of the wealth, influence or other char- 
acteristics of its members, but it does 
like to remember that the greatest 
successes in educational efforts in the 
establishment of eleemosynary institu- 
tions, among English-speaking people, 
the initiation of.many of the greatest 
movements: like the Young Men's 
Christian Association, Sunday schools, 
the Brotherhood of St. Andrew and 
many others began in the Episcopal 
church, but its greatest joy and happi- 
ness is in giving a Book of Worship 
and ceremonies to so’ large a part of 
mankind that the Book of Common 
Prayer has become a universal posses- 
sion; and lastly, that the Episcopal 
church gave to the world the most 
munificient benefaction in the Holy 
Bible in the language of the peopl, 
so that from the least to the greatest 
all men may possess*first-hand knowl- 
edge of the revealed truth of God, 

A council then.may be small in its 
immediate local representation and yet 
very great in the importance of the 
facts for which it stands. 

In the present instance the council of 
the diocese of Atlanta will set forth 
the needs of Christian education in a 
great meeting in St. Luke’s church on 
the evening of Tuesday, December 7. 
After its day’s deliberations a mis- 
sionary meeting will accur on Wednes- 
day evening, to both which the public 
is cordially invited.

Negro Was Not Burned, but 
as Strung Up and Shot 
by erly Mob. 


Cochran, Ga., ‘December 4.—(Special.) 


Mayor W. M. Wynne, of Cochran, gave 


out the following yesterday, with ref- 
erence to erroneous reports that were 
near 
here on the ist: 

“The facts as to how the difficulty 


arose are practically correctly stated; 


the negro was enraged because Mr. 
Boothe was about to pass him with 
his automobile. 

“The negro had previously threat- 
automobile that 
frightened his horse; Boothe was the 
unfortunate man, and the negro open- 
ed fire on him; Mr. Boothe returned it 
promptly, and both/ white man and ne- 
gro were seriously shot; the negro, 
however, was able to escape for a 
while, and Boothe was picked up by 
another negro in a wagon and brought 
to town at pnce. When the news of 
the shooting was heard in Cochran it 
was telephoned to Hawkinsville, the 
place of Mr. Boothe’s residence, As 
quickly as automobiles could reach 
the scene of the tragedy, people from 
both places were there with track 
dogs, and after a search of about one 
hour and a half, the negro was found 
in the fodder loft of another negro 
tenant. 

“Without maltreatment of any kind, 
the negro was gotten down from his 
hiding place, given an opportunity to 
make such statements as he could, and 
then was hung to a tree and shot, aft- 
er which the crowd dispersed with 
order and quietness. 

“The statement that Mr. Boothe re- 
mained to see the negro tortured is 
erroneous. Boothe was too desperate- 
ly wounded to do anything but suffer 
a few hours and die from the mali- 
cious attack of this negro fiend. 

“The further statement that ‘fire 
was piled high above his head and 
the torch applied’ is absolutely untrue 
in every word. His body was yester- 
day taken down by the coroner and 
inquest held and then buried.

The special committee of physicians 
from the board of health will meet 


office of Dr. Bernard Wolff, and the 
‘first steps will be taken looking to 
either a change or the abolishing of 
the present system of ward doctors. 

Dr’ Wolff, who is presiden& of the 
board of health, is chairman of the 
special committee, and the other 
members of the committee are: Dr. W. 
E. Gilbert, Dr. J. H. Bradfield and Dr. 
W. E. Quillian. 

As stated in Saturday’s Constitution 
the mayor sent a*letter to the board 
of health, in which he stated that the 
ward physicians were not giving, ac- 
cording to all the information he 
tould gather, value receivedto the city, 
and he asked that the board take 
some action.in the form of a recom- 
mendation to the general council, 
looking to some change or improve- 
ment in the system of ward doctors as 
now. -prevailsi 

Decide to Make Investigation. 

The members of the board of health 
decided to make an investigation in 
answer to the request of the mayor, 
although fhe city ward physicians are 
elected by the general council. There 
has been a custom, for which there is 
no law, for the ward doctors to report 
to the health officer, and, as stated by 
the mayor, few of them, if any, have 
made full and regular reports. 

Some very caustic remarks 
made by members of the hefith 
board, who agreed with the mayor 
about some kind of reform being need- 
ed in the taking care of the sick poor 
by city physicians. 

The city now ‘pays out something 
like five or six thousand dollars a 
year for ward physicians, and will pay 
out more next year, when.a physician 
will be elected for the tenth ward. 

There are some who advocate the 
employment of two or three physicians 
at salaries between $2,000 and $3,000-a 
year, such physicians to have head- 
quarters at the city hall, and give 
their entire time to the city’s work. 

Dr. Wolff Has a Pian. 

Dr. Wo ff says he has a pian which 
he wiil lay before the special com- 
mittee from the board of health. It is 
to redistrict the city s0 as to equal- 
ize the work of the ward physicians 
and then employ a sufficient number 
to look after the sick, paying them 
good saiaries. He will also advocate 
the. placing of the ward physicians 
under the supervision of the board of 
health, so there will be somebody who 
ean hold the ward’ doctors responsible 
for the fuil performance of their du- 
ties. 

If the special committee agrees 
upon a pean Monday afternoon there 
will be a called meeting of the board 
of health, to which a report will be 
submitted., If the board adopts the 
pian suggested by the committee 4 
recommendation wil! be made to the!

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Former Governor Joseph M. Terrell, 
as auditor and arbitrator in the 
Walker P. Inman estate case, made 
the award of fees yesterday, and filed 
the paper with the clerk of the su- 
perior court.

It further appeared that the estate 
had been most successfully adminis- 
tered under the direction of the court, 
as is conclusively shown by the fact 
that all of the parties interested in the 
matter were of the opinion, at the 
timie the original petition was filed, 
that this vast estate would hardly do 
more than pay the debts and specific 
agape and after deducting receiver- 
ship expenses, leave for the residuary 
legatees very little, if anything, which 
cnee to be a mistake, as there will 
e for division between the residuary 
legatees property and money to the 
value of at least $760,000. 

It further appeared that in the ad- 
ministration of the estate that there 
was considerable friction between the 
executors and others interested, which 
seemed to threaten unfortunate conse- 
quences to the estate. However, none 
of this proved In the end to have been 
very detrimental to its best interest, 
and this is only herein mentioned to 
emphasize the wisdom of the court in 
framing such a splendid organization 
for considering and presenting to the 
court to be passed upon the matters 
involved in this large estate. 

It also further appeared that the re- 
ceivers had very little more than a 
nominal gonnection with the adminis- 
tration of the affairs of the receiver- 
ship, but practically all of the matters 
were disposed of by and through the 
attorneys, all of whom are entitled 
to credit for the successful adminis- 
tration. 

In passing upon the questions at 
issue I have sought to dispose of same 
as if the receivers were not the resid- 
uary legatees, and allowed to them 
such compensation as would have been 
allowed to any person in the same posi- 
tion and not similarly interested.

After due consideration of all the 

matters submitted, I decide and award

Campbell, of Kansas, Will In- 
troduce Resolution Reciting 
the Alleged Crimes of the 
Sugar Trust and Calling for 
Rigid Investigation. 


Washington, December 4.—A com- 
plete investigation by a joint com- 
mittee of congress into the customs 
services, particularly the sugar frauds, 
will be proposed in a concurrent reso- 
lution to be presented in congress by 
Representative Philip Campbell, of 
Kansas. .. 

Mr. Campbell on Monday morning 
will talk over the provisions of the 


act with President Taft. 

The resolution sets forth as some of 
the alleged unlawful acts of 
the sugar corporation that it violates 
the Sherman anti-trust law, controls 
the price of refined and raw sugar, 
rulns competitors and blacklists ‘mer- 
chants who use the products of inde- 
pendents, takes rebates-in violation 
ef law, connives at short weights to 
defraud the government and imports 
contract labor in violation of the im- 
migration laws. 

The resolution proposes a select 
committee of five members of the 
house and three of the senate.to make 
a complete investigation. This will 
go into the conditions in the customs 
service and the whole story of sugar 
trust’s swindling, together with its 
other violations of the law. 

The committee, should the bill pass, 
will be authorized to summon and 
examine witnesses, send for books, pa- 
pers, etc., and to report to congress.

Dr. Cliffords, the re- 
vered leader of the free church, hoped 
that the peers would be drowned in the 
Red sea, as was Pharaoh. 

Get Rogues by Throat. 

William H, Byles, member of the 
house of commons from Salford, North, 
said: 

“We have got the rogues by the 
throat and are going to strangle them. 
If the men of England have the same 
spirit as they had 300 years ago they 
will be ready for civil war.” 

The favorite emblem of the demon- 
strators was a turnip carved to repre- 
sent an imbecile face stuck on a pole 
and surmounted by a coronet with the 
words beneath, “The first born.”’ 

The crowds made a hostile demon- 
stration here before the constitutional 
club and cheered at Premier Asquith’s 
residence. They then made for the 
Lansdowne house which was guarded 
by police and eventually broke up 
quietly. 

The Observer, which throughout has 
been ,the chief advocate of the rejec- 
tion of the budget by the house of 
lords and whose violent articles on 
tariff reform has earned the writer, J. 
L. Garvig, the title of “The Wild Man 
of the “Conservatives,” prints several 
letters which it has received, denounc- 
ing it in unmeasured and almost un- 
printable. tegms. . 

Attack en Lloyd-George. 

The Observer devoted its leader this 
morning to an attack upon Chancellor 
Lloyd-George, whom it calis “The cad 
of the cabinet.” It says that the other 
front rank politicians fight with their 
fists, but Lloyd-George fights with his 
nails. 

These are merely samples, which 
are not rivalled even by the utterances 
at the time of the Boer war and afford 
a fair indication of the pretty figh 
which is now going on. ; 

The conservative Sunday Times, de- 
scribing the scenes in Trafalgar 
Square, says therg is no use attempt- 
ing to belittte the demonstration. THe 
fifty speakers included a dozen of the 
members of the house of commons. 
The success of the gathering, which 
was arranged at short notice, says the 
paper, wag surprising. It was unmis- 
takably the most notable and most ef- 
fective demonstration in recent years. 
The turnip emblem tossed about by the 
mob and torn to pieces, looked like a 
head on a pike in the twilight. 

Premier Asquith to Take Stump. 

Premier Asquith will take an active 
part in the conflict. In addition to 
the big meeting to be held in London 


next Friday, at which all the mem- 
bers of the cabinet will be present, the 
premier will address meetings through- 
out the country. A. J. Balfour will be 
less active, but the younger men in 
the unionist party are entering the 
campaign with enthusiasm. 

The labor party also has arranged & 
series of demonstrations at industrial 
centers. The suffragettes, who have 
raised a big fund to oppose the liberal 
candidates in every constituency, have 
not disclosed their plan of campaign. 
Mrs. C. Despard,,treastirer of the Wom- 
an’s Freedom League, has announced 
that the league isdetermined to work 
no longer with quiet methods, and in 
pursuance of its new policy will make 
voting impossible in certain districts. 

What Liberals Will Assert. 

Sir Edward Grey, who is considered 
the most moderate member of the gov- 
ernment, said that the liberal party 
must assert not only the right of the 
house of commons te be uncontrolled 
in the matter of finance, but must have 
conditions making it possible for a 
liberal government to exist on fair and 
equal terms. He added that the lords 
talked of reforming themselves, but 
the only real reform would be the 
abolition of the hereditary principle 
and the substitution of popular elec- 
tion. 

The present motiyes of the lords, he 
said, were a desire for tariff reform 
and the wish to get rid of a liberal 
government. 

Lewis Harcourt, first commissioner of 
works, speaking at Rawtenstall, Lan- 
canshire, declared that steps must be 
taken to secure once for all to the 
house of commons the sole control over 
the finances of the country.

PASSING OF “OLE MISS?” 
REMARKABLE CAREER ENDED 


With the passing of “Ole Miss’’—for 
this was the name by which Mrs. Ann 
V. duBignon was known and called 
by all her intimates—has come the 
end of what was probably the most 
wonderful feminine intellect within 
the annais of Georgia. She was in 
her eighty-seventh year. Two weeks 
ago she was actively directing the de- 
tails of two large plantations, one 
of three thousand acres in Baldwin 
county and one of equal acreage in 
Upson county. 

Accompanied by a negro attend- 
ant. Adam, who had been her carriage 
driver for many years, she visited At- 
lanta at the time of the recent death 
of her son, the late Fleming duBignon. 
She also attended his burial in Sa- 
vannah. Physical exertion by reason 
of these trips was too severe, and 
exposure upon her return from Sa- 
vannah to Milledgeville brought on 
the attack which resulted fataily. 

Up to the time of her last iliness, 
the estates which “Ole Miss” con- 
trolled moved with the réuglarity and 
the system which demonstrated her 
wonderful executive ability. 

Her home was at Woodville, about 
six miles from Milledgeville. She was 
brought to this place in 1825 by 
Seaton Grantland, who purchased it 
from Governor John Clark. With ne

Taking up the latter proposition 
first, the speaker said that the re- 
sponsibility and blame for the failure 
in the due administration of law falls 
on the judges and lawyers. In the 
judicial branch of the government, 
their control.igs and has ever been su- 
Preme and absolute, he said. 

“If.any class of men, on account of 
opportunity and ability owe a duty 
to their country, to their day and 
generation it is the lawyers,” he con- 
tinued, “The peaple look to you for 
instruction and guidance in all that 
pertains to this subject.

“Do not delude yourself, or seek to 
delude others; do not evade your re- 
sponsibility on the theory that ‘the 
people’ will not stand for wise re- 
forms urged by. bench. and bar.

“Our ultraconservatism is a mill- 
stone about our necks.

W. Alger observes: ‘No one can read 
the reports of the transactions of the 
national and state bar associations 
without being struck with the increase 
in law reform propositions which are 
there found in the topics of discus- 
sion. And the lawyers who appear 
as advocates of specific improvements 
in legal machinery are the leaders of 
the profession, whose standing gives 
weight to their advocacy.’ 

“In a memorable summary of the 
progress of the administration of 
justice during the Victorian period, 
the late Lord Justice Bowen said: ‘It 
may be asserted without fear of con- 
tradiction that it was not possible in 
the year 1887 for an honest litigant in 
her majesty’s supreme court to be de- 
feated by any mere technicality, anv 
slip or mistaken step in his litigation.’ 

This proud affirmation, made 20 
years ago as to conditions in England, 
is in striking contrast to the state- 
ments made by President Taft only a 
year ago in an address in New York 
on “The Delays and Defects in the En- 
forcement of Laws in This Country.’

submit his resignaton as chairman of 
the democratic caucus. This determi- 
nation on ‘the’ part ofthe Texan has 
been reached because of his serious 
illness, which will probably prevent his 
attending the sessions of the senate 
for at least two or three weeks. 
Money’s Letter.

Money May Succeed. 

Senator Culberson succeeded Senator 
Blackburn. as chairman of the caucus 
two years ago. In discussing his prob. 
able successor, several senators today 
expressed the opinion that Senator 
Money, of Mississippi, vice chairman 
of the caucus, would be chosen.

Hankow, 1909.—(Special Correspond- 
ence.)—Have you ever heard of Chen 
Kwei-Lung, the viceroy of Hukwang? 
He is one of the mighty men of this 
great Chinese empire. He rules two 
provinces three times as bfg as the 
“ state of New York. His subjects are 
more than those of the Kaiser of Ger- 
many, and his power is greater than 
that of the czar. By raising his hand 
he can throw a man into prison, and 
with a wink of his eye can slice off a 
head. 

The viceroyalty of Hukwang lies 
about 600 miles inland from the Pa- 
cific. It is cut by the Yangtse-Kiang, 
and it includes the two provinces of 
Hupeh and Hunan. Hupeh is bigger 
than Missouri, and its population is 
over 35,000,000. It is a rich, country, 


is famous for its manufactures and 
for its cotton and rice fields. Hunan 
is over twice the size of Ohio, and its 
population is 22,000,000. It has tea 
fields and forests, and is so rich. in 
coal and iron that it promises to be one 
of the great manufacturing regions 
of China. 

The Hukwang provinces have many 
large cities. Hupeh has walled towns 
at every few miles, and here at 
HankowW there are three muaicipali- 
ties, which have a combined popula- 
tion as great as that of Berlin. These 
are Hankow, Wuchang and Han Yang. 
Wuchang lies on the opposite bank 
of the Yangtse from where I am 
writing. It is theofficial capital where 
the viceroy lives in a great yamen, 
or palace, with many officials. 

A Visit to the Viceroy. 

It was through a letter from James 
Wilson, our secretary of griculture, 
whose fame has gqne all Over the 
world, that I was able to meet this 
distinguished Chinese, and to secure 
from him a letter of good will to the 
people of the United States. My au- 
dience was arranged by our consul at 
Hankow, William H. Martin. It was 
in a steam launch that we crossed the 
Yangtse-Kiang, and landed under the 
walls of Wuchang. Our way for two 
or three miles was up the mighty river, 
past the business houses of the for- 
eign settlements of Hankow. We took 
Ship in the Japanese cqncession, and 
steamed by the German quarter with 
its fine banks and the branch offices 
of the North German Lioyd and the 
Hamburg-American. We next passed 
the immense brick tea factory owned 
by the Russians, and then went on 
beyond the great exporting houses o7 
the Americans, French and British. 
After that we skirted the native city 
Of Hankow, which is bigger than Bos- 
ton, seeing the people looking like 
Bigantic blue ants as they climbed uD 
the steps from the river to the streets 


Which line the bluff. 
During the voyage Our captain steer- 
ed us through shipping such as can be 
seen nowhere outside of China. There 
were ocean liners which had come up 
the Yangtse-Kiang for tea: Chinese 
Japanese, Britigh and French river 
steamers, and hundreds of great Chi- 
nése junks, with smaller craft of ally 
sizes. As we passed the Man river, 
which flows into the Yangste between 
Hankow and H4&n Yang, we looked up 
through a long thicket of masts of. 
such craft at anchor, enabling us to |

These were in 
the city of Han Yang, whose houses 
cover the north bank of the Yangtse 
as far as the eye can reach.

The city 
stands high over the river, and we 
came to anchor at one of the granite 
stairways which lead up to the bund.

and myself, for neither is fat; but it 
was more courteous to send two. and 
so two We had. Each carriage had its 


liveried coachman and footman, and 
each was preceded by two officials on 
horseback, who wore crystal buttons 
as big round as a walnut on the top of 
their caps, and carried long whips to 
clear the common people out of the 
way. Our carriages were of the kind 
which the anti-foreign Chinese call 
“devil-carts.” They were rubber-tired 
coupes imported from Europe. They 
were upholstered in fine Russia leath- 
er and equipped with little mirrors 
that the #@assengers may primp them- 
selves as they go. 

Our way to the palace was through 
the busiest parts of the city, and we 
gaw everywhere the signs of China’s 
awakening. The streets had been 
widened. In most places they were 
clean and well drained, and I saw stone 
gutters along the sides of the chief 
business avenues. Uniformed police- 
men with clubs stood at every corner 
to handle the crowd, and every now 
and then we pdssed soldiers. His ex- 
cellency Chen Kwei-Lung has an army 
half as large as that of the United 
States, and it is equipped with foreign 
guns and has been drilled in foreign 
style. We went by a large drill 
grounds and barracks on the banks of 
the river, and farther on were guarded 
by troops in blue uniforms. As we 
passed the palace we saw more and 
more soldiers and found companies of 
them on guard in the various courts. 

In the Viceroy’s Yamen. 

I wish I could show you the yamen, 
or where the viceroy received us. It 
is like the official palaces of most great 
Chinese capitals, comprising the vice- 
roy'’s residence and his chief business 
office. It is ltaid out in many courts 
surrounded by administrative build- 
ings, and beyond them residence apart- 
ments of various kinds, the whole cov- 
ering acres, 

We entered the grounds by a road- 
way guarded by immense marble lions 
on pedestals. The lions were painted 
bright blue, and their wide open jaws 
were intended to terrify all who came 
in. Still farther on were three gates, 
leading into the great courts u ¥on 
which the main yamen buildings faced. 
The two side gates were opened, but 
the one in the center had immense 
wooden doors, upon each of which, in 
red and biack, was painted the figure 
of a long-bearded giant about twenty 
feet high. Such giants are found at 
every such entrance, and they are con- 
sidered terror inspirers. It is only th 
viceroy himself and men of high honor 
Who are permitted to go through this 
central gate, all the common  ,eople 


passing in at the sides.

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ed our carriages until the great pad- 
locks could be removed, and then 
drove on in state until we reached 
a temple-like building facing the 
court, which was walled on ‘all sides 
by buildings much lower. Form is 
much in China, and the consul, who 
has been long in the country, knows 
well how important {t is to insist that 
himself and his country should be 
paid the proper respect. 

Mr. Martin Sn myself each had 
Chinese cards ready for the occasion. 
These were of the size of a page of 
note paper, were bright red in color, 
and bore the Chinese characters repre- 
senting our names. They were taken 
by the officials into the yamen, and a 
few moments later the viceroy, ac- 
companied by a dozen retainers, in- 
terpreters and deputies, all fine-look- 
ing Chinese dressed in silk gowns, 
came forth. The viceroy put his two 
yellow hands together, and shook 
them at us in Chinese fashion, bow- 
ing lew as he did so. We folded our 
hands and did him one better by bow- 
ing still lower. His excellency then 
led us through room after room until 
we came into a long hall, in which 
was a dining table, set with plates of 
bananas; oranges, apples and pears, as 
well as dishes of assorted biscuits, 
which had been evidently imported in 
tins. 

The wiceroy directed the American 
consul to take the chair at his right, 
and placed me at his left, the seat of 


honor in China. Cups of delicious tea | 


were now brought in, a bottle of 
champagne was opened, and a glass of 
the latter placed before each of us. 
We did not touch the tea nor the 
champagne until the close of the in- 
terview, and ‘then mot before his ex- 
celléncy had raised his own glass and 
begged ts to drink. ‘Chinese etiquette 
provides that a guest mugt not drink 
until after his host, and also that the 
caller must never begin drinking un- 
til his host has indicated his pleasure. 
The Vicerey of Hukwang. 

My talk with the viceroy was car- 
ried on through. an  tnterpreter, a 
Chinese who speaks English as well 
as I do. It lasted an hour, and as we 
sat thus touching elbows I had a 
chance to study the viceroy. Chen 
Kwei-Lung is the personification of 
the typical well-fed Chinese official. 
He is a fine-looking man of medium 
height, weighing. I judge, about 200 
pounds. He stands straight and walks 
with a swing of the arms, reminding 
one of the nobles of Korea. He had 


on today a long black silk gown with ) 


lining of the whitest lambskin. Below 


~. 


this showed out black velvet boots, 
and above it rose his big head, crown- 
ed with a black hat whose brim was 
turned up all ground, and whose crown 
was ornamented by a long peacock 
feather fastened there by a _ button. 
The feather extended out for 18 inches 
back of the hat, and it bobbed up and 
down as he shook his head while he 
talked. Out of the back of the hat 
hung a long queue of an oily black 
hue. 

His excellency’s hands rested on the 
table in front of him. They were as 
soft as velvet, and I venture that they 
have never done a stroke of rough 
work. They could not and preserve 
the finger nails. The nails on the 
hand nearest me were an inch long, 
and as well kept as though cared for 
by one of our fair manicures. 

China’s New Constitution. 

The viceroy opened the interview by 
asking me the. usual questions as to 
how long I had been in China and 
whither I was going. He spoke kindly 
of the United States. and in referring 
to our return of the Boxer indemnity 
said that his people from one end of 
the country. to the other felt grateful 
to us, and that they were glad to be 
able to send so many students to be 
educated in the American schools. At 
this point the consul remarked that I 
was an author of school books and 
had wrigten books on geographical 
subjects. This evidently improved my 
Standing in the viceroy’s eyes, and he 
talked of the modern educational 
movement in China, saying it had come 
to stay and that there wou'd eventual. 
ly be up-to-date public schools in ey- 
ery city and town. 

I asked as to the new constitution. 
His excellency replied: 

“There ts no doubt that China wil] 
have a constitutional government. Qur 
Plans for tt are well established, and 
the preparations are now going on. It 
is &@ great task to reorganize a govern- 
ment like ours. We have been moving 
along our present lines for over a 
thousand years, and we have to intro- 
duce our new administrative methods 
step by step. We have a fixed plan 
for educating the people to the new 
government, and this is already in op- 
eration over the empire. Our educa- 
tional plan runs through eight years, 
and at the end of that time we shal! 
have a parliament at Peking and shall 
have become a constitutiona! mon- 
archy. The prince regent is in favor 
of the scheme. and since the deaths of 
the emperor. Kwang-Su, and the great 
dowager a number of imperial edicts 
have béen. published urging that the 
werk be carried on along the lines

The Canton-Hankow Ratlroad. 

I here referred to the Canton-Han- 
kow railway, for which Americans had 
the concession, and asked whether 
that road would be built. His excel- 
lency teplied that the matter had been 


; given over to other officials, but that 


he thought that it would be rapidly 
pushed on to a completion. I under- 
stand that the road is resurveyed and 
that the ralls for it are already being 
made at the Han Yang iron works. 

The viceroy tells me he 18 anxious to 
have railroads built throughout his 
provinces, and their industrial resour- 
ces will probably make Wuchang and 
Hankow great railroad centers. He 
then referred to the fact that one can 
now go from Hankow to Paris by rail, 
Thereupon the American consul rather 
facetiously ventured that the time 
might yet come when one would be 
able to go from Hankow even to New 
York in comfortable cars. 

“But how could that be?” said the 
viceroy. “You cannot cross the oceans 
by railroad.” 

“No,” returned the sonsul, “but we 
can go under the Pacific ocean at 
Bering Strait, and we might possibly 
make a bridge there by which we 
could cross from Siberia to Alaska and 
then go by land to New York. You 
know. Asia and North America are only 
thirty-five miles apart at that point, 
apd if Russia is willing, I think we 
can build the bridge.” 

Upon this I burst into a laugh, in 
which both our consul and the viceroy 
joined. 

Chen Kwei-Lung Sends Greetings to 
Uncle Sam. , 

The next subject was the boycotting 
of foreign nations by the Chinese. His 
excellency said that he hoped there 
would be nothing of that kind in the 
future in China's trade relations with 
us. He thereupon added some kind ex- 
pressions as to the United States, say- 
ing that the Chinese have always felt 
that the Americans have no desire to 
take any part of their empire, and they 
look upon us as their safest friends. 
It was at this point that I asked his 
excellency if he would not send a 
greeting to the people of the United 
States through this newspaper. He re- 
plied that he would gladly do so, and 
that he would forward it with_ his 
photograph by one of his deputies to 
Hankow. 

This message has just come in. I 
have taken it out of its long white en- 
velope bordered with pink, and it lies 
before me as I write. The message 
covers two sheets of yellow paper, the 
characters being beautifully written 
by the viceroy’s hand. Translated, it 
reads: 

“Sir: The friendly relations existing 
between my country and yours have 
long been known to all nations on 
earth. I therefore appreciate the cour- 
tesy of a letter from the secretary of 
your Department of Agriculture, whose 
reputation has so long been known 
to me. I should have been glad to have 
had a conversation with him, but as 
that is not possible on account of the 
great distance that Separates us, I ap- 
preciate the courtesy of his letter, and 
I beg that you will kindly present my 
compliments to him upon your return. 

“Tt is my sincere desire that the 
friendly relations between our two 
countries may never be interrupted 
so that the blessings of an internation- 
tal peace may abide with us. 
| “In closing I have the honor to pre- 
;sent you with a copy of my photo- 
|} gtaph, which will serve to remind you 
lof me whan we are thousands of miles 
| apart.

I 
observed that two or three boys ate 
apart, and asked why. 

“Oh, they are Mohammedans,” was 
the reply. “and they would lose caste 
if they ate with the others.”

a king of Italy, many stories as to the 
topics discussed leak out. One of the 
most fascinating phases of internation- 
al life is how secret news is obtained 
and how it travels through the under- 
world of diplomacy. Germany is par- 
ticularly prolific in yielding surprises 
in the matter of secrets. 

Perhaps there is no other great cam- 
paign which is the subject of so much 
conjecture as the Franco-German war. 
Many accounts of its origin have been 
given, and all differ in some material 
points. It was thought that Bismarck 
had the gecret, and in his letter—pub- 
lished, it is believed, by the order of 
the fallen chancellor to spite the 
kaiser—h@ gives a convincing descrip- 
tion -of the events that precipitated 
that war. But the Kaiser retaliated 
with another story. It may be remem- 
bered that the two nations were at 
diplomatic loggerheads over the candi- 
dature of a German prince for the 
throne of Spain, and, towards the 
close of the correspondence between 
the rival foreign offices, France sent 2 
telegram definitely demanding Prince 
Leopold’s retirement and requesting 
an apology. 

“This Is My War.” 

In the ordiary course this message 

was delivered to Bismarck, who was

the French. But the telegram disap- 
pointed him. It did not seem belicose 
enough—indeed, it was worded so po- 
litely that it really meant all end of 
talk about hostilities. The iron chan- 
cellor, however, was determined to try 
conclusions with his neighbors, and,

therefore, he deliberately omitt . cer- 
tain words fromthe telegrang@ efore 
isuing it for publication. The*result 
was to convert France's message into 
a threat—and the terrible offspring of 
Bismarck’s trick we all Know now. 

But this is‘ only one side of a most 
interesting story. If Bismarck was 
working at Berlin for war, he had a 
helpmeet at Versailles in the person 
of the Empress Eugene. She detested 
the Germans, and as a Spaniard was 
passionately determined not to ajlow 
a Teuton to ascend the throne of her 
native country. Thus she worked day 
and night to give the French the ‘op- 
portunity of humbling the pride of the 
Germans. Time falsified her ambitions 
very tragically, and led to her own 
rul It "is said that on-the evening 
of Phe day that witnessed the firing 
of the first shot she gave expression 
to the terrible phrase: “This is my 
war!" Within twenty-four hours she 
bitterly lamented her indiscretions, and 
with the approach of the victorious 
gradually receded from her. 
legions of Van MoltKe her throne 

It was not until 1894 that the Ger- 
men foreign office issued the French 
telegram jn its original entirety, and 
then at the instigation of the emperor, 
who wished to get even with Bismarck 
for the ex-minister’s hostile attitude 
towards his sermons. The publication 
of the maker of modern Germany’s let- 
tera a few years later was the prince's 
dying shot. The story of the Empress 
Eugenie’s share in the war came to 
light as the direct result of journalistic 
enterprise. 

Queen’s Hatred of Secrets. 

The late Queen Victoria jealously 
guarded the secrets preserved at 
Windsor Castle, and her refusal! to al- 
lew documents to be examined pre- 
vented many “memoirs,” “confessions,” 
and “revelations” appearing during her 
reign.

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only within the knowledge of the very 
few. Her engagement to Prince Al- 
bert, usually declared to have been @ 
ease of a wife falling in love after 
rarriage, is proved conclusively by the 
letters that passed between them be- 
fcre the ceremony, to have b©en a case 
of really genuine love at first sight. 

The roason for the resignation of 
Lord Randolph Churchill is, of course, 
well known to have been due to ag im- 
pulse; but if Lord Salisbury had been 
consulted it would have been kepr 
secret to this day. The father of Mr. 
Winston Churchill was, however, rather 
hot-tempered, and he gave the news 
to the world himself in the Shape of a 
letter to The Times. The same paper 
sccured the first intelligence of an 
cvent which altered the history of Eng- 
land. This was Sir Robert Peel's con- 
version to free trade. 

How One Secret Got Out. 

He did not know which party to fa- 
vor. England was protectionist, and 
he seemed inclined to keep with the 
anti-free traders. On a certain day, 
Lowever, he startled a cabinet meeting 
by announcing his conversion to the 
cause of free imports, and when they 
had\recovered from their astonishment 
his colleagues resolved to keep it secret 
for a time at any cost. But that night 
at dinner a certain minister whispered 
the hews to a lady at his side, and she 
immediately sold it to The Times. The 
‘premature announcement forced the 
hand of the government—and England 
became a free trade country. Mr. 
George Meredith adapted the incident 
and called it “Diana of the Crossways.” 

A servant made a small fortune by 
selling to an evening paper the news 
that the G. O. M. was about to bring 
in a bill proposing home rule for Ire- 
land. It is this chance gossip that has 
led to dozens of important official se- 
crets reaching the ears of the general 
public. Everybody in these days is a 
reporter.

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Tomorrow night, at the Grand opera 
house, Charles Rann Kennedy's epoch- 
making drama, “The Servant in. the 
House,” will be offered for the first 
time before an Atlanta audience. It 
will be the beginning of a week’s en- 
Sagement of the celebrated\ play in 
this city, and the company that At- 
lanta theatergoers will see is the same 
original company that New York and 
Chicago proclaimed a gathering of 
players worthy of the great play. 

Other dramatic offerings have come 
to Atlanta with the verdict of “great” 
as their backing. Some have been sad- 
ly reduced from their former state be- 
cause of inferior casts that maftagers 
have selected for the southern tour. 
Still others have been found to pos- 
sess qualitiégs that won them the high- 
est praise in New York, while these 
same qualities diq not appeal to south- 
ern audiences. In the case of “The 
Bervant ef the House’ there is every 
reason to predict an entirely different 
outcome. 

Made Hit in ’Frisco. 

In the first place, “The Servant in 
the House” does not depend on the 
New York verdict. At the end of the 
long Broadway run a year ago last 
August, Henry Miller sent his famous 
“find” straight across the continent to 
Sau Francisco. The reviewers of that 
city declared that New York had real- 
ly underestimated the wonderful power 
and beduty of the drama. The first- 
night audience at the Van Ness theater 
in San Francisco sat through the first 
performance without a murmur of, ad- 
miration and without the faintest at- 
tempt at applause. Had any other play 
‘been under judgment, one would have 
supposed that it was a. dire failure in 
San Francisco. But when the last cur- 
tain fell, the audience rose in their 
seats and began a tremendous ovation 
such-as no other modern play has re- 
ceived in the California metropolis. 
Again and again the curtain. was 
raised tn acknowledgement of the 
mighty Ovation. The acting cast 
bowed its acknowledgement sixteen 
times in response to the cneers, and 
finally the author was obliged to as- 
cend to the stage from the body of the 
theater and modestly thank the Cali- 
fornians for \their remarkable recep- 
tion of the chi\d of his brain.

London, December 4.— What is known 
as the O. P. Club, an institution com- 
posed of a number of worthy and en- 
thusiastic people who are supposed to 
have the best interests of the English 
drama at heart, had its annual dinner 
last Sunday. It was a big affair, the 
diners numbering quite 400. The guests 
of the evening were Rann Kennedy, 
whose speech, wishing prosperity to the 
club, was chiefly remarkable for brev- 
ity; Charles Hawtrey, Ellis Jeffreys 
and Evelyn D’Alroy, Tree's new lead- 
ing lady. Hawtrey came prepared with 
a long oration. He started well and 
scored heavily at points. But the pace 
was too good to last, and before he 
had géne very far he got hot and flur- 
ried, and his voice dropped so much 
that enly the few around him could 
catch what he was saying. He had 
some rather unpleasant things tO say 
regarding the modern style of dra- 
matic criticism, which he stigmatized 
as casual, filppant, and, in nine cases 
out of ten, inadequate to the impor- 
tance of the subject. 

As those at a distance from him be- 
gan to show signs of impatience he 
cut his speech short But as he had 
provided’ me beforehand with a copy, 
I discovered that he had intended to 
go forcibly for, among other things, 
the “American manager” who, having 
made his money on your side, did not 
mind, according to Hawtrey, losing it 
on this; whose endeavor it was to make 
a corner in plays, and who, by paying 
preposterous salaries, had brought the- 
atrical management to the level of a 
wholesale game of sc amiepo ten It age 

t come from the grave 
i ge oe Hawtrey had in mind, 
but. of course, wild omnibus horses 
would not force me to mention names. 

As chance would have it, I found 
myself placed next to Edith Wynne 
Matthfton, with whom I naturally 
started chatting regarding her hus- 
band’s play, “The Servant in the 
House.” Evidently its lukewarm re- 
ception in London had been a sore /ais- 
appointment to both. From what she 
said, Miss Matthison had no particular 
liking fér the part she is now playing 
in it at the Adelphi.

Electricity on the Farm. 
(From The Eijectrical World.) 

Electrical plants for farms are in- 
creasing with marked rapidity, and it 
seems probable that the time is com- 
ing when well-to-do farmers every- 
where, no matter how remote from a 
e'ty or village containing a central 
station, will consider electricity as a 
necessity. At first the current for 
these country equipments will be gen- 
as the movement becomes more gen- 
eral, central-station companies favor- 
ably situated will no doubt find it to 
their interest to extend their lines 
along the rural highways to a far 
greater degree than is done at present. 
In this a lesson might be taken from 
northern’ Italy, some sections of which 
are networked with distribution lines 
for village and rural supply. The ex- 
tension of the rural telephone has 
shown what can be done in this direc- 
tion, and there is no reason to doubt: 
that a similar extension of electric 
light and power circuits will gradually 
be made. The up-to-date farmers who 
are now putting in their own plants are 
pioneers who are demonstrating to the 
small central-station companies scat- 
tered through’the country that the 
farmers in the sreas tributary to their 
plants want electricity and are willing 
to pay for it. 


The Troublemakers of the Taft 


Administration. 

Now the president has returned to 
Washington to struggle with the vari- 
ous troubles which beset the adminis- 
tratian. As fine a lot of family squab- 
bles and difficulties as ever disturbed 
a political household, Mr. Taft has up- 
on his hands to deal with, and in 
straightening out the snarls, if he does 
not get them still more estranged he 
may be accounted both a clever politi 
cian and a wise statesman. Foremost 
among the problems which beset the 
administration is the Ballinger-Pinchot 
episode which had its beginning almost 
as soon as Mr. Taft's cabinet was in- 
ducted into office, and which, while 
dominant at present, is quite certain 
to be revived as soon as congress 
meets, and the attempt is made to get 
at the merits of the controversy 
through congressional channels. As- 
suming his well-known role as a paci- 
fier, the president has sought to ad- 
just the differences between these two 
distinguished props of his adminis- 
tration, but has suceeeded only in 
Smoothing over the trouble temporar- 
ily by making an inconspicuous sub- 
ordinate the goat. But neither the 
people nor congress will be likely to 
accept this solution of the question 
whether Secretary Ballinger is right or 
Mr. Pinchot is right, as the final set- 
tlement of the very important issues 
involved in cheir. respective conten- 
tions. In the mass of charges and 
counterchargeées, quibbles and bicker- 
ings, statements and interviews, 
speeches and records, certain facts in 
the controversy stand out prominently 
so that those least acquain with the 
subject cannot fail to recognize them.

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trollers, “auditors, treasurers, account- 
ants and all others interested in mu- 
nicipal accounting: and finance.  Uni- 
formity of reports is practically neces- 
sary for the intelligent sectionalization 
(of statistics formulated by the United 
States government. The interstate 
commerce commission now prescribes 
both uniform and scientific accounfing 
methods for all 
the laws of Ohio, which provide for a 
bureau of inspection, supervision and 
installation of a uniform system of 
accounting for all cities, 
has been accomplished and practical 
results have followed.
